There was an echo of the lake- front land 
case at the Interior Department today ‘when 
John E. Wright, Chief of the Mineral 
Division of the General Land Office, was 
summarily removed and his place filled by a 
Union soldier, who was removed during the 
last administration.

Congress has always assumed the right to 
direct Cabinet officers to supply informa- 
tion needed, although it has been well undcr- 
stood that the President himself can only 
be requested to do a thing.

lands of the Uncompahgre reservation in 
Utah on which valuable deposits of gilsonite 
have been discovered. It was this section 
which chiefly induced President Cleveland to 
veto the bill when passed at the last seasion. 
When the matter came up in the House at 
the opening of the present session the op- 
position was so strong that the paragraph 
opening the reservation to settlement was 
dropped. There is a strong lobby at work 
in the Senate to have the section inserted 
again. The lands in question are not needed 
for the Ute Indians and the only matier in 
dispute is whether the government shall as- 
sume control of the gilsonite and sell claims 
at public auction or allow two or three com- 
panies to locate without paying the govern- 
ment a cent. Asphalt has come to be such 
a feature of street pavement that the pres- 
ence of immensely valuable deposits in Utah 
has set on edge the teeth of a number of 
capitalists who are anxious to secure the 
privilege of raiding these deposits under an 
ordinary mining claim. The gilsonite on the 
Uncompahgre reservation occurs as the 
filling of extensive cracks in the earth’s 
crust, the deposits being therefore fissure 
veins. These veins are nearly or quite ver- 
tical, and six of them have already been 
definitely located, four in the eastern alf 
of the reservation, one crossing the western 
edge of the reserve near the fortieth parallel 
and one in the opened strip between tne Un- 
compahgre and Uintah reservations, near 
Fort Du Chesne. The veins run as much as 
eighteen feet in width, but vary greatly. 
For much of the lengths they appear to main- 
tain an excellent workable width of from 
four to twelve feet. The amount of gilsonite 
in the region examined is enormous, for the 
depth of the fissures, although unknown, is 
probably upwards of a thousand feet. As 
they run for many miles with the width in- 
dicated. the prospect is for a phenomenal 
yield of asphalt material, and the opinion 
of the official geologists is to the effect that 
the Utah veins if properly developed cculd 
probably supply paving material for all of 
the United States, thus destroying once for 
all the oppressive monopoly of the Trinidad 
asphalt. .

Congress has not so far appropriated any- 
thing for the entertainment of the delegates 
to the Universal Postal Union who are to 
meet at Washington next month. Before 
the term of Postmaster-General Wilson ex- 
pired he suggested an appropriation of $200,- 
000 for this purpose, but the figures were cut 
in half by the Postal committee of the House 
and in this shape the matter went to the 
Senate. That body has not acted upon the 
House appropriation bill yet and the mem- 
bers of the Appropriation committee of the 
Senate are being urged to increase the sum 
to the figures named by Postmaster-General 
Gary’s predecessor.

VAGRANT OF THE NIGHT SKY STAR- 
TLES ALL BUT PROF. HOUGH, 


Appears All Along from Evanston to 
South Chicago—Some Observers De- 
clare They See Wings—Astronomer 
Says It Is Alpha Orionis—Secretary 
of Aeronautic Association Says He 
Expected the Travelers from ’F risco 
Sunday, but They’re Ahead of Time. 


Either the long-expected airship fr the 
Pacific coast reached Chicago at 8:30 o'clock 
last evening or the fixed star, Alpha Orionis, 
shone with unusual brilliance, which was 
augmented by thetricksof refraction. Hun- 
dreds of persons in Evanston, Niles Center, 
Schermerville, South Chicago, and even in 
Chicago looked at the strange phenomenon 
off in the eastern sky and were convinced it 


was the storied vehicle of the heavens that 


has been worrying the imhabitants of Podunk 
and Squab Corners for a fortnight. 

At 2 a. m. the ship, or star, or meteor, or 
what-not appeared over the western hori-

When Fitzsimmons came out of his dress- 
ing room before this battle with the bag 
and crossed the room to the ring the yells 
and cheers that greeted him could be heard 
for two blocks. The champion wore red 
tights like those he had on in the fight at 
Carson City, and his long, red arms hung 
close to his side like a gibbon’s. The three 
women among the spectators noticed that 
he was nearly bald. 

When he had climbed into the ring and 
stood beside Martin Julian the crowd fairly 
shrieked for a speech. Tell us how you 
did it, Bob,“ some of the men in the crowd 
yelled. 

Fitzsimmons scratched his bald head 
thoughtfulfy, as if for an idea. When he 
had been introduced by Martin Julian he 
stepped to the ropes and grasped them with 
his boxing gloves.

Gentlemen,“ he began, and then waited 
till the audience stopped shouting, “ I sup- 
pose you want to know about that contest.

Atlanta, Ga., April 9%.—[Specia).}—Tele- 
grams from Ozark, Ala., and Valdosta, Ga., 
orossing the ill-fated Town of Arlington, Ga., 
show that this section was visited today by 
another gulf cyclone.

He persisted it was a plain star 
of the first magnitude, had been in the sky 
for some years, and carried none of the pres- 
ent population of San Francisco, as the air- 
ship is known to do.

In numbers they are weightier than Prof. 
Hough. But he turned a,telescope on the 
heavenly visitor and they had only field- 
gilarses. 

Various descriptions were given of the 
strange object that set the above citi- 
zens and nearly. eight hundred others 
agape in Davis street, Evanston, but the 
descriptions agreed on points of major in- 
terest. The object descried sweeping through 
the heavens bore vari-colored lights, ac- 
cording to all accounts. All declare the 
brightest light was white, and seemed to be 
backed by a reflector that could be turned, 
swinging its searching rays from side to 
side through the night air. 

Behind this some discerned a small red 
light, which others failed to observe; but 
again all agreed that still farther behind the 
big white headlight could be seen a smaller 
white light. and a green light, side by side, 
and Evanston is a prohibition town. 

Position in the Sky. 

According to the reports from different 
points the course of the heavenly vagrant in 
passing over the city was erratic enough to 
satisfy the highest requirements of aerial 
navigation. At Evanston the object was 
first observed in the east, over the lake and 
low in the sky. It came nearer and nearer, 
being watched in its flight by a small crowd 
that grew into a multitude before the vision 
had disappeared. Evanston observers say 
the moving object seemed to be about 400 
feet above the earth, and that it held a prac- 
tically true course westward. It was during 
this period of its flight that the same phe- 
nomena were observed by residents in Niles 
though at a 
greater distance. 3 

A little more than a half hour later simi- 
lar lights were descried out over the lake, 
east of the city, and bound southward, the 
red, or starboard, light being plainly seen. 

Disappears Over South Chicago. 

The latest glimpse of the traverser of 
darkness was caught by South Chicagoans 
at about 9:30 o’clock, when numerous per- 
sons state they saw an object like that al- 
ready described approach the land from out 
over the lake, and, after reaching a poin 
some distance inland, turn slowly to 
northwest and fade away into the night and 
darkness.

: Investigating the Bond. 
Members of the University Trustees’ Fi- 
mance committee met at the Clifton House, 
Chicago, on March 26, but could learn noth- 
ing satisfactory from a personal investiga- 
tion of the bondsmen. They then sought ad- 
vice from a commercial agency, which did 
„considerable scaling down of the estimates 
made by some of the bondsmen themselves. 

The attention of the committee had been 
called to the bond by the powers at Spring- 
field and they had heard of the condition of 
the Globe Bank, but they did not proceed 
to secure another Treasurer. 

The signatures on the bond of Charles W. 
Spalding, Harlan, Lanehart, Ford, Mitchell, 
and yes were all attested by A. D. Avrill, 
Notary Public, Vice-President of the Globe. 

Arthur B. Camp is the notary before whom

Favored with Globe Leans. 

Whether any relationship exists between 
the Camps is not known, but it will be seen 

by consulting the lists of assets that 
their names are prominent as men favored 
with big loans. Hayes is of the Red Oak 
Investment company. John Lanehart Is 
dead, but his indebtedness was ordered 
“checked off” as doubtful with that of 
John P. Altgeld. The name of Thomas 
White appears in the list also. Camp is now 
said to be conducting a lumber business in 
North Carolina.

FONDS UNDER SPALDING’S CONTROL. 


University Resources, Including Bonds, 
Stocks, and Cash, Run Treasurer's 
Responsibility Up te $600,000. 


When Charles W. Spalding, treasurer of 
the Board of Trustees of the University of 
Illinois, made his last report he was in 
possession of county and school bonds val- 
ved at $418,110, had a cash balance of $371.- 
184 from the endowment fund, and a balance 
from the State and government appropria- 
tions, the School of Pharmacy and farm 
8 and other sources of income of 5167, 
4 0 
a Since the report was approved by the 
. board, Business Agent Shattuck of the uni- 
versity says the treasurer has honored war- 
rants to the amount of probably. $85,000, 
which would leave him still in possession 
or supposed possession of $540,294. 

Of course that does not include the routine 
receipts of the big school, which are large 
at times and may run the full responsibility 
ef the treasurer up to $600,000. No money 
nas been received from the State since the 
réport bes accepted by the trustees on 
March 9. 

Must Account on Tuesday. 

The report was the one for the quarter 
ending Dec. 31, 1896, and the next quarterly 
report was due on March 31, or the first regu- 
lar meeting after that date. That will be 
‘next Tuesday. Then Spalding will be called 
to account as his successor will be elected 
and will be ready to receive the money. | 

James T. Smith, Chairman of the Finance 
committee of the board, makes no charges 
and says the board can make none 
Spalding’s sucessor is chosen. | 

“But he will have to make everything 
good next Tuesday,” said Mr. Smith. 

Prof. S. W. Shattuck, the business agent 
of the university, may know whether or not 
the endowment fund and the cash balances 
are all secure. He it was who, while in Chi- 
cago on Thursday, said he had received in- 
formation that Mr. Spalding was sick, but 
wouid be around to settle up on Tuesday. 
That information was understood to have 
come from Spalding’s physician, but if Mr. 
Shattuck knows the identity of the doctor 
he will not reveal it, and says emphaticalls 
that he will have nothing to say about the 
college funds until next Tuesday. 

Prof. Shattuck’s Admission. 

Pressed as to whether or not the university 
was being inconvenienced by the absence of 
Mr. Spaiding, who alone knows where the 
money and bonds are, Prof. Shattuck said: 
We have enough to buy postage stamps, 
but I would not care to make any big war- 
rants. So far none of our warrants have 
been dishonored, and some have been paid 
in the Monadnock Building since the Globe 
Savings Bank went under.“ 

Spalding's last report was an elaborate 
array of figures. It counted out nicely, 
but no one can be found who saw any money 
or collateral. Indeed, it seems to have been 
the custom for the trustees to approve all 
reports offered without ever asking for a 
peep at the bonds or the moneys contained 
in them, and there is much fault-finding 
with the trustees on this account. 

Bonds Received by Spalding. : 

When Spalding first became trustee in 

, 1893, his predecessor turned over 
to him the following bonds as the security 
for the endowment funds:

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Endowment Cash Account. 


That the way his investment account 
stood, on 81, according to his report. 

To the endowment cash account of $343.75 
was added by the taking up of bonds 
$56,040, making it $90,417, while cash from 
land transactions raised it to the total of 
$111,584. The deduction of $74,400 for bond 
purchases and transfers left a cash endow- 
ment balance of $37,184.58. 

When Spalding was reappointed Treas- 
urer of the ard two years ago he lost no 
time in drawing from the Treasury of the 
State the $423,000 appropriated that year. 

From all /State and government appro- 
priations and general funds Spalding’s re- 
port for the quarter ending Sept. 30, 1896, 
showed a balance of $249,541. Maintenance 
expenses as, reported for the quarter ending 
Dec. 81, estimated since that time, bring 
the balance due from those sources to about 
$85,000. The books kept in Champaign by 
Secretary W. L. Pillsbury show all these 
things accurately. The books are models, 
clean as a whistle. 

Verification Is Lacking. 


But even Mr. Pillsbury does not know 
where the bonds or money are; not even 
where Spalding is. He said he had handied 
all the bonds turned over to Spalding by Mr. 
Bunn, and that most of them were marked 
“Property of the University of IIlinois,“ 
which would prevent them from meeting a 
hearty reception in the bond market. | 

“Are the bonds purchased by Spalding 
marked? he was asked. 

“T do not know. I have seen some of 
them, and I have heard of the issue of some 
of the others he says he purchased. My 
records are kept on information rece'ved by 
me of letters received from him. When he 
wrote he had purchased certain bends or 
received certain moneys I entered them in 
the bock. I did not, of course, see the 
money or all the bonds.“

Bonds Offered in Chicago. 

Whether the bonds hawked about in Chi- 
cago belong among those listed in the uni- 
versity books is a question that can only 
be answered by consulting the numbers on 
the bonds. Generally the descriptions of 
the bonds agree, but there is no record that 
Spalding ever bought in an entire issue, in 
spite of the favor he showed for some lines— 
Macoupin County, for instance, and Mont- 
gomery County, too. 

The numbers only are missing in the Chi- 
cago bonds for their complete identification. 
Men connected with the university fear that 
the bonds will turn out to be part of the 
endowment fund. 

Securities Offered Farson. 


It transpired yesterday that the county and 
district bonds which came to the notice of 
John Farson of Farson, Leach & Co., bro- 
kers, on the day before, were shown to him 
by a representative of Lobdell, Farwell & 
Co., No. 226 La Salle street, another bro- 
kerage firm, and that they were looked upon 
at the time as very suspicious.”’ 

Mr. Lobdel said yesterday in speaking of 
them: We did not show them to Mr. Far- 
son för the purpose of having him buy them. 
I thought they were very suspicious, and so 
submitted them to him to obtain a bid for 
them.” 

Will you say to whom they belong?” was 
asked. . 

“No, I cannot tell you that,” was Mr. 
Lobdell’s reply. They belonged to one of 
our customers, and he seems to have ob- 
tained them as security for loans. I know 
nothing more about them.“ 

Inquiry was made yesterday of the receiv- 
ers for the recent banking institutions, the 
National Bank of Illinois and E. S. Dreyer & 
Co., whether any county or district bonds 
were in their possession as collateral for 
loans made by either ex-Gov. Altgeld or 
Treasurer Spalding. 

Paper of John P. Altgeld. 

While the latter institution still holds 
Gov. Altgeld's paper notes to the amount of 
about $65,000, $20,000 is secured by Unity 
Building bonds, and $45,000 has already been 
proven against the Lanehart estate. It 
was also admitted that Gov. Altgeld is in- 
debted to E. S. Dreyer & Co. in the sums of 
$13,500 and $11,000, but neither loan was 
made on bonds of the denominations held 
belonging to the endowment fund of the uni- 
versity. 

The trustees of the university are now 
resting on the assurance of Treasurer 
Spalding that he will appear before them 
next Tuesday and make a complete account- 
ing of the moneys and funds in his hands. 
But the latter has maintained that the bonds 
belonging to the endowment fund are 'ocked 
up in the safety deposit vaults connected 
with the savings bank. 

May Be Out of Reach. 

If this is the case it will be impossible for 
him to show the bonds at that time, owing 
to the injunction of the court obtained 
Wednesday by the Chicago Title and Trust 
company as receiver. 

Speaking on this point yesterday Mr. Le- 
man, Vice-President of the company, said: 
We shall certainly resist all efforts on the 
part of Mr. Spalding to get hold of any se- 
curities he may have in these vaults. The 
injunction will prevent him from touching 
a thing there belonging to him. If there are 
any university funds there they alsc will 
have to remain there so long as the iajunc- 
tion stands.“ 

In the light of these facts it looks like the 
Board of Trustees of the university might 
be left as much in the dark as to the safety 
of the university’s funds after next Tues- 
day’s meeting and the election of ancther 


Treasurer as it was after the meeting of last 


Tuesday. 


STATE MONEY GLOBE'S SALVATION. 


How Altgeld Came to the Front and 
Prevented the Failure of the 
Concern Four Years Ago. 


From what was brought to light yesterday 
concerning the connection of C. W. Spaldirg, 
President of the defunct Globe Savings 
Bank, with the Treasurership of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, it seems that his appointment 
was brought @bout for the purpose of re- 
establishing the bark on a sound foundation 
with the aid of the university’s funds. 

Four years ago, when the term of John 
Bunn of Springfield as Treasurer for the 
university had expired and the Board of 
Trustees was about to elect a successor of 
Democratic political faith, Gov. Altgeld was 
a heavy stockholder in the Globe Savings 
Bank. Only a few months before, and prior 
to his inauguration as Chief Executive of 
the State, he had been its Vice-President 
and a director, but he had resigned both 
positions because, as was said at the time by 
his friends, it would not look well for 
him to remain a bank official. However, he 
held his stock and continued to hold it until 
a few months ago. 

This was in 1893, at the beginning of the 
times of stringency, and a few months pre- 
vious the bank had taken advantage of its 
legal right to avert @ run by giving its de- 
positors sixty days’ notice. 

For some reason the board was unable to 
decide upon any one for Treasurer when the 
matter was first brought before it in March, 
In the 
meantime a special committee was appoint- 
ed to consider men for the place, and James 
E. Armstrong, an avowed admirer of Gov. 
Altgeld and President of the board, was its 
Chairman. 

Altgeld’s Influence Felt. 


It was at his earnest solicitation and upon 
the recommendation of the Governor that 
Mr. Spalding's name was first considered 
by this committee. He first came with a 
bond, which was rejected. 

It was then within three or four days of 
the expiration of the period of the sixty days, 
which the bank had to recoup itself for the 
run that was certain to follow the notice. 
Mr. Armstrong, it is said, was importunate 
in urging the selection of Mr. Spalding, and 
the latter finally fixed up a new bond, aud 
brought it before the committee with a let- 
ter from Gov. Altgeld, in which the latter 
gave it as his opinion that it was perfectly 
adequate, closing with a postscript in which 
he said in substance: If I were a Judge on 
the bench, and this bond was ed to 


me, 8 accept it without question.” 


protested at the hasty action Mr. 
Spalding was ted treasurer, the bond | 


was accepted, and Mr. Spalding qualified 
within twenty-four hours of the expiration 
of the sixty days. He had time, however, to 
go to Springfield and receive the funds of 
the university, and return with them to his 
bank in Chicago before it was necessary for 
him to begin to make payments to his de- 
positors. And his bank was saved for the 
time being. “ 

It is said that the action of Mr. Spalding 
in taking the funds of the university from 
the custody of the State Treasurer aroused 
some protest from members of the Board of 
Trustees, for it had been the custom 
throughout the term of office of Mr. Bunn 
to leave them there until necessary to draw 
upon regularly approved vouchers. It 
seems, however, that this is left with the 
discretion of the Governor, and it has been 
inferred that Gov. Altgeld gave Mr. Spald- 
ing permission to remove the funds to his 
own bank at that time. 

But from that day to this it has been Mr. 
Spalding’s practice—and a profitable one, it 
is said—to withdraw all the funds from the 
State Treasury as soon as they were placed 
there to the credit of the university. The 
same was done with the large appropriation 
of 1895, and it is now intimated by some that 
it was chiefly to thus benefit Treasurer 
Spalding that the appropriation was 80 
largely increased. 


Big Sum to Private Account. 


Of this appropriation, which amounted to 
$423,000, fully one-half was immediately 
available, and was turned to Mr. Spalding’s 
private account. Most of this $200,000 or so 
was not touched for a year, and all of that 
time it was drawing interest. The sum ap- 
propriated for the new library, $150,000,seems 
by the records of the State Treasurer to have 
been intact for at least six months; and 
it seems it could not have been otherwise, in- 
asmuch as not a stone was touched on the 
new structure until near the close of the 
year 1805. The building was not completed 
until late in the following year. All of this 
tune the funds were in Mr. Spalding’s pos- 
session. 

It is claimed by the trustees, in excusing 
their action in allowing the Treasurer to 
handle the funds in this manner, that he pdid 
~% for the use of the money. But no record 
appears of money having been paid into 
the treasury for interest on these funds. 


McKay Shows a Report. 


President Francis M. McKay of the Board 
of Trustees last evening showed the report 
of the trustees’ meeting at which the Treas- 
urer’s report for the quarter ending Dec. 81 
last was presented. In this report the Treas- 
urer charged himself with interest for the 
three months amounting to $1,602.72. Part 
of this was at 2% per cent and part at 4, 
the interest covering practically the amount 
shown to be in the Treasury at the time. 

In its action concerning the funds in the 
hands of the Treasurer,“ said President 
McKay, the board was guided by the ad- 
vice of competent financiers. It was our 
purpose to reduee the balance in the hands 
of the Treasurer as fast as possible without 
causing a disturbance. The Treasurer’s 
present cash balance is about $130,000; while 
three months ago it was more than twice 
that amount. The balance would have been 
entirely withdraw by July if it had not been 
for this failure. 


Effect of Globe Failure. 


I received a letter from Treasurer Spald- 
ing’s secretary, Herbert Skinner, dated April 
5, saying the Globe Savings Bank failure 
did not affect Mr. Spalding’s relations to the 
university and that the account of Mr. 
Spalding, as Treasurer, in the bank at the 
time of suspension was less than $2,000. 

The trustees have retained John P. Wil- 
son as counsel in the present case, and he 
will advise as to the action we take with 
reference to the bondsmen and in other mat- 
ters concerning the finances of the institu- 
tion.“ 

President McKay stated that as he had 
been a member of the board only since 
March 9 he had not had time to become as 
familiar with the affairs of the institution 
as he otherwise would be. 


SPALDING IS NOT YET ARRESTED. 


Vice-President Avrill and Cashier 
Churchill Surrender Themselves 
and Give Bond. 


The warrant sworn out for the arrest of 
President Spalding of the defunct Giobe 
Savings Bank is still in the hands of the 
police. Mr. Spalding, so his friends say, is 
not hiding, he is only secluding himself so 
as to recover from an attack of nervous 
prostration which followed the failure of the 
bank. 

Vice-President Avrill and Cashier Church- 
ill surrendered themselves in Justice Hall’s 
court yesterday. Mr. Churchill was accom- 
panied by William H. Cobb of No. 211 West 
Wilson avenue, and Dr. F. A. Broadbent of 
No. 2541 Hermitage avenue, who went on his 
bond of $1,000. 

Later in the day Mr. Avrill gave himself 
up and Justice Hall accepted his bondsman, 
A. P. Brink of Brink’s Express company. 
Both cases will be heard on April 19. 

Nashua, N. H., April 9.—The news that 
warrants had been issued for the arrest of 
President Charles W. Spalding, Cashier C. 
K. Churchill, and Vice-President A. D. Av- 
rill of the defunct Globe Savings Bank of 
Chicago, the stock of which is largely owned 
in this State, was no great surprise to the 
Nashua stockholders. While no open 
charges of criminal conduct have been made 
there have been many complaints of mis- 
management. 


CHARGE REPUBLICANS WITH BAD FAITH 


Democrats in New York Legislature 
Declare They Intend to Defeat 
the Amti-Trust Bills. 


Albany, N. V., April 9.—({Special.]—The Re- 
publicans in the Legislature were today di- 
rectly charged with bad faith in their con- 
duct toward the anti-trust bills. It was 
charged that it was not their purpose to 
pass the anti-trust bills, and that they were 
being smothered in committee with the ob- 
ject of killing them. A resolution was today 
considered for the final adjournment of the 
Legislature at noon on April 24. 

Senator Grady (Dem.) protested against 
its adoption, declaring that he would never 
vote to adjourn until the one great duty of 
the Legislature had been performed. 

Senator Lexow assured him that he need 
have no fear. Some action would surely be 
taken before adjournment. He said if he 
had his way the bills would now be before 
the Senate. 

“It is very evident,” said Senator Cantor, 
“that these bills are to die in committee. 
Senator Lexow admits that there is some 
power more potent than his own will now 
keeping them there.“ 

I never made such an admission,“ inter- 
rupted Senator Lexow. 

Why,“ replied Senator Cantor, “ you 
thumped your fist upon your desk and de- 
clared that if you had your way the bills 
would not be in the committee now. What 
does that mean? You are the Chairman of 
that committee, and if you cannot report 
them there must be some power behind 
you.” He insisted that the committee should 
meet on Tuesday morning and that the bills 
should be reported not later than Wednes- 
day. If these bills were permitted to die a 
lingering death in the closing days of the 
session the Republican party would have to 
answer to the people. 

All his efforts to fix a date for a meeting 
of the committee or to elicit a promise of a 
reer ag date for a report were, however, 

utile. .

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IT GETS STRONG'S VETO. 


NEW YORK CHARTER is UNEXPECT- 
EDLY DISAPPROVED OF. 


Mayor Strong Returns It to the Leg- 
islature Without Indorsing It—He 
Gives His Reasons in a Message— 

‘Does Not Disapprove of the Scheme 
but Some of the Provisions—Sug- 
gests Only One Police Commissioner 
Legislature Will Pass It. 


New York, April 9.—[Special.J—Mayor 
Strong has returned to the Legislature the 
Greater New York charter without certifi- 
cate of acceptance,” which means in plain 
English that he has vetoed it. His decision 
in the matter created a great sensation 
among legislators at Albany when it was 
made known today, and the statesmen were 
at first inclined to think it a joke. 

The absence of a sufficient number of mem- 
bers to take action on Mayor Strong’s veto 
alone prevented the Speaker from handing 
down the message from the Mayor and 
ordering the bill put through without delay. 
It was tucked away in the Clerk’s desk until 
Monday night, when it will be taken up and 
passed. 

Surprised at Mayor Strong. 

The legislators, as, in fact, politicians gen- 
erally, were surprised at the veto, because 
in the recent hearing Mayor Strong defend- 
ed the charter from attack and praised the 
work of the framers. 

Senator Ellsworth said as soon as the 
message was read: “If Mayor Strong had 
believed that his veto would have killed the 
charter he would have approved it instead 
of taking the course he did. We shall re- 
pass the charter promptly.” 

Not a particle of doubt exists as to the de- 
termination of the Assembly leaders to call 
up the bill early in the week and repass it. 
A majority is all that is necessary. 

Doesn’t Object to the Scheme. 

Mayor Strong, in his message, does not 
propose objections to the general scheme 
of consolidation. He says: There are, 
however, in the bill submitted to me certain 
defects so serious and fundamental that I 
cannot feel it to be consistent with my duty 
as Mayor of the City of New York to accept 
the bill in its present form on behalf of the 
city.” 

The Mayor suggests several amendments 
to the provisions of the charter which would 
make it meet his approval. The most im- 
portant is that there shall be one Police 
Commissioner with deputies to agsist him 
in the administration of the department in- 
stead of a commission. He also suggests 
an amendment giving the Mayor the power 
to make removals at all times in the police 
as well as other departments, and would 
separate the Bureau of Elections from the 
Police Department, making it a separate de- 
partment, the same as any other department 
of the city government. 


_Mayor’s Power Limited. 

Mayor Strong, who was a member of the 
charter commission, signed the report, but 
placed on record at the time objections to 
the provisions of the charter he now Wants 
amended. He says in his message that the 
objections to the present bi-partisan Police 
Board and to limiting the Mayor's power 
of removal are more serious now than they 
were at that time. 

The squabbies in the Police Board have be- 
come more and more notorious and hamper- 
ing to the work of the department, and the 
Mayor says: Since that time, however, en- 
cumstances have so developed themselves 
in the City of New York as to impress me 
even more strongly than before with the 
utter impossibility of successfully admin- 
istering the affairs of so great a city as the 
Greater New York if the present form of 
Folice Commission and the present limita- 
tions upon the Mayor’s power of removal 
are to be continued. 

Police Department Disgraceful. 

Even in the present City of New York 
the police department has been brought toa 
condition of demoralization which is appall- 
ing and disgraceful, and which is to be traced 
directly to the manner in which the law re- 
quires the present commission to be consti- 
tuted, and to the inability of the Mayor to 
reconstruct the commission when he is con- 
vinced that the public yequires such a recon- 
struction.’’ | : 

What Gov. Black will do nobody can find 
out. Opinion is universal that he will ap- 
prove the bill, but it is perfectly safe to pre- 
dict the charter could be passed over the 
Governor’s vote, for the Democrats would 
all support the measure in such an em- 
ergency. 

Mayor Wurster of Brooklyn today sent his 
approval of the charter. Mayor Gleason of 
Long Island City has also approved it.

New York, April 9.—{Special.}—A war of 
extermination has been declared upon the 
bucket-shop swindles. The exchanges and 
reputable . brokers who have suffered 
through these frauds have been aroused by 
the exposure of the E. 8. Dean company’s 
methods. 

Today the directors of the Consolidated 
Exchange adopted an amendment to its by- 
laws providing that any member of the 
exchange who shall, either directly or 
through a partnership, advertise in any way 
offering to do a discretionary pool business 
or conduct a so-called syndicate business 
shall be deemed guilty of obvious fraud and 
suspended. Many Wall street banks have 
sent out warnings to patrons in the West 
and South against the discretionary pools. 

The representatives of the Chicago Civic 
Federation, Messrs. Bishop and King, are 
still pushing their investigation. 

James B. Kellogg, former manager of the 
FE. S. Dean company,” said today:

M'GIFFEN’S LAST WORDS FOR BUDDHISM 


They Declare the Belief That He Will

Hough says. He turned his telescope on the 
object at 10 o’clock. After noting the time 
and declination of the light he announced 
that it was a fixed star in the constellation 
Orion. Alpha Orionis is its scientific name, 
it being a star of the first magnitude. 

He said the star is simply following its 
regular course in the heavens and can be 
seen any evening with the naked eye when 
the sky is clear. It rises early in,the even- 
ing and is discernible at 7:45 o'clock. 

At 8 o’clock it is at its highest and on a 
clear night resembles a ball of fire. The ef- 
fect of the atmosphere upon the star’s rays 
makes the light appear to change from 
white to red and then to green. The star 
disappears with the constellation of Orion 
in the northwest portion of the heavens 
at about 10:45, setting a few minutes later 
each night until it becomes a day star. 

Late last night some of the believers in 
the airship theory were willing to accept 
Prof. Hough’s explanation, as it agreed 
with their observations. Prof. Hough will 
make further observations tonight. 

Hasmar Thinks It Is the Ship. 

In Chicago there was a general disposition 
to laugh at the “airship” theory, but At- 
torney Max L. Harmar, Secretary of the 
Chicago Aeronautical Association, does not 
smile at it. To him the fact of the airship 
moving across the country was not a sur- 
prise. 

“There is only one thing that surprises 
me in the presence of the airship tonight,“ 
said Mr. Hasmar. “ We expected it Sun- 
day and it is hard for me to believe the ves- 
sel arrived here so soon unless the conditions 
were exceptionally favorable. Yes, I have 
a good idea concerning all this mystery. I 
know one of the men who is in the airship. 
The car contains three pople, but the exag- 
gerated stories concerning the ship are 
laughable. 

* Spectators have announced it as their 
belief that the ship was composed of steel. 
This is a mistake. It is paper. There is 
the customary inflated gas reservoir, but 
the inventors have discovered the secret of 
practical propulsion. They can steer the 
vessel in any direction they desire. 

Word was received here several weeks 
ago that the party had started from San 
Francisco, and that the ship would stop 
here for the purpose of registration. The 
end of the trip is to be at Washington City, 
where the ship will be brought to earth and 
given up to inspection. 

Reception Set for Sunday. 

* We had intended to give the party a re- 
ception here next Sunday. It must be very 
cold traveling at this season of the year, but 
I understand the inmates of the car are well 
bundled up. The only new feature applied 
to the propulsion is the fact that the poste- 
rior of the propeller is flexible and elastic, 
while the anterior is rigid. The fans have a 
pecullar twisting motion. President Octave 
Chanute of the Chicago Society has full in- 
formation concerning the ship. He, with 
a number of other wealthy men interested 
in the problem, has furnished the money for 
the venture. Mr. Chanute is in California 
at the present time. I would not care to fur- 
nish full details as to the experiment, as it 
would be unfair to the inventors and would 
take off the edge of public interest.“ 

The Aeronautical Society’s Secretary was 
serious, but the Hough idea of this heavenly 
apparition found favor with the masses and 
the joke seemed to lle in Davis street, Evans- 
ton. 


LOOKED OBLONG AT MT. CARROLL, ILL. 


Airship at That Point Was Moving 
West at a Terrific Rate of 
Speed. 


Mount Carroll, 01, April 9.—{Special.J— 
Hundreds of persons on the streets tonight 
—persons whose honesty and truthfulness 
are beyond dispute—viewed the airship 
aLout 8:40 o’clock. It came from the north- 
east, and when opposite this city changed 
its course and went due west at a terrific 
speed.

ITALIAN MINISTER DEFENDS CONCERT. 


Venosta Addresses the Deputies in Re- 
ply to Imbriani’s Attack on 
Government’s Policy. 


Rome, April 9.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today the Marquis Visconti Venosta, 
Foreign Minister, replied for the govern- 
ment. which had been charged by Sig. 
Imbriani with being guilty of the “ odious 
policy of leading free Italy to commit In- 
conceivable acts of violence against Greece 
and to trample upon the law of nations.“ 
The Foreign Minister said: 

Italy has always supported the application 
of effectual reforms. It is Italy’s interest 
that there should not bea general war. Italy 
could not ignore affairs in the East as con- 
nected with the question of the balance of 
power in the Mediterranean. The govern- 
ment favors a progressive change to the 
advantage of certain peoples which tend to 
escape from the Turkish yoke by obtaining 
national autonomy. But this principal must 
of necessity be reconciled with the exigen- 


tionists. The Spanish garrision of Fort 
Guano, near Bayamo, aftera ten days’ siege, 
was forced to abandon its position and re- 
treat toward Cauto Embarca Dero. The gar- 
rison was ambushed en route and the entire 
company either killed or captured by insur- 
gents. The details are lacking, but the re- 
port is fully confirmed. 
Sixty Spanish Soldiers Killed. 

My correspondent at Matanzas writes of a 
hot engagement near La Mocha in the 
Aguacate Hills. The Spanish, under Col. 
Almendars, were defeated by Cuban forces 
under Gen. Avelino Rosas. The Spanish 
losses are upward of sixty killed and wound- 
ed. The Cuban loss is estimated from twen- 
ty to thirty killed and wouhded, but as they 
were carried from the fleld the exact num- 
ber is unknown. 

Gen. Ruis Rivera, accompanied by Cal. 
Bacallao, arrived by train at Regla today. 
They transferred to a tugboat and were 
conveyed to Cabanas fortress. Both seemed 
in excellent spirits. 

An Artemisa dispatch announces the 
capture of two more Cuban insurgents of 
prommence— Ferrer, the rebel Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Province, and Menedez, a 
Colonel on Brig. Juan Ducaisses’ staff. Both 
were brought to Havana today for confine- 
ment in the fortress of Cabanas pending 
court-martial proceedings. 

Weyler’s tax gatherers are demanding pay- 
ment without rebate upon properties long 
since destroyed by the insurgent or Spanish 
torches, threatening, if unpaid, to declare 
the confiscation of the lands by the crown.

QUEEN MAMAI 18 SENT INTO EXILE. 


Ruler of Raiatea Is Captured After De- 
fying the French Government 
for Seven Years. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 9.—Advices from 
Tahiti state that Queen Mamal, who for 
seven years as ruler of the Island of Raiatea, 
has defied the French, has surrendered, and 
the long standing rebeilion on the islands 
of Raiatea and Hauheine has been put down. 
The French gunboat Aube and the transport 
Caroline captured the Queen and her chief 
men after a hot fight, in which thirty-six 
natives were killed, while sixteen were 
drowned. On Feb. 28 the Queen and 136 of 
her subjects Were sent into exile at New 
settlement. 
They were condemned to remain there for 
life.

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LUNDIN HAS LIBEL BILL. 


MACHINE MAKES ANOTHER EFFORT 
TO REPEAL THE LAW. 


Bosses Are Angry at the Attitude of the 
: Newspapers in the Municipal Cam- 
paign and Try to Strike Back—Pro- 
pose to Railroad It Through—Uni- 
form Text-Book Bill Favorably Re- 
ported to the House and Advanced 
to Second Reading. 


Springfield, III., April 9.—{Special.]—Sen- 
ator Frederick Lundin introduced today a 
‘bill for the repeal of the libel law passed by 
the last General Assembly. It is precisely 
the same thing that Mr. Revell introduced 
in the House early in the session. The Revell 
bill was beaten out of its boots. The country 
newspapers assisted materially in defeating 
the Revell measure. Their services will be 
necessary to lay out Lundin’s pet scheme. 
The quicker they get about it the better. 
Lundin secured unanimous consent for the 
reading of the bill the first time, and had it 
advanced to second reading without refer- 
ente to a committee. Then he had it set 
down as a special order for next Tuesday. 
He said boastingly this morning that he had 
twenty-nine votes pledged to support the 
measure. He said, however, he was going 
to pass that bill next week. Maybe he has 
got these votes, and maybe he has not. A 
roll-call will tell the tale, and nothing else. 

Lundin hed this bill in his pocket early In 
the session, when Revell offered his measure. 
The bills were te be introduced simultaneous- 
ly. Revéll got there first, however, and 
Lundin did not offer his measure. Then 
Lundin was promised the nomination for 
City Clerk, and he thought he would not 
offer his bill until after the election. He got 
beat, and now he considers himself free to 
act as he pleases. 

Machine Back of Lundin. 

It is pretty generally understood down here 
that the Cook County machine is backing 
up Lundin. There is not a Republican Sen- 
ator belonging to the machine who is not 
with Lundin in this fight. It is said that 
Hertz, Lorimer, Pease, Jamieson, and the 
whole crowd will do whatever they can to 
help Lundin out. They got a pretty rough 
game of it from the newspapers during the 
campaign, so they think, and now, true to 
their natural instinct, they propose to retali- 
ate. - 

' When this Legislature opened the Repub- 
nean machine in Cook County had consid- 
erable prestige. It had carried delegations 
to State conventions and done all sorts of 
things calculated to inspire great confidence 
in its power. The country members of the 
General Assembly of the Republican faith 
were disposed to look up to Tommy Jamie- 
son, regarding him as a man of great polit- 
ical gagacity and the largest individual in 
these parts. The public is well aware of 
what has happened since this Legislature 
opened. The machine has been thumped and 
beaten until it is the laughing stock of the 
Republicans in the General Assembly. It 
has but little strength here, as Lundin will 
find out before he is many days older. 

To Head Off Criticism. 

It is said, moreover, that the Senators 
who dre behind Lundin-believe this bill will 
prevent some caustic criticism that will 
surely come concerning certain measures 
pending in the upper branch of the General 
Assembly. The idea seems to be that a 
repeal of the libel law may operate as a sort 
of a moral sandbag that will keep the news- 
papers from pounding a bill or two that is 
in the Senate. It will donothing of the sort. 
The criticism will go on just the same, come 
what may, Lundin or no Lundin. 

The country papers are sure to write their 
members of the Senate concerning the Lun- 
din bill. They have no time to lose in the 
premises as Lundin wants to send it to thifd 
reading on Tuesday and pass it on Wednes- 
day without consideration in committee.

By Senator Stubblefield, repealing the law pro- 
viding for the payment of bounties for the killing 
of English sparrows.

For Uniform Text-Bocks. 


In the House Mr. Murray of Sanagmon 
from the Committee on Education reported 
a committee bill to provide for the establish- 
ment of a County Board of Education in each 
county. It was advanced to second reading. 

Mr. Murray also made a favorable report 
on Mr. Hammer’s bill to establish a State 
Board of School Book Commissioners and to 
provide for a uniform course of school text- 
books. The rules were suspended. and the 
bill was read. 

A text-book bill prepared by the minority 
of the Committee on Education was also pre- 
sented by Mr. Murray, and he asked that 
it be read by title and ordered printed. 
Upon objections being made he moved a sus- 
pension of the rules, but the motion was laid 
on the table. The minority bill creates a 
State Board of School Book Commissioners, 
but does not provide for uniformity. 

During the last twenty minutes of the 
session Mr. Nohe wielded the gavel, having 
been called to the chair by Speaker Curtis. 
While Mr. Nohe was presiding Mr. McGoorty 
moved to suspend the rules to. take up the 
bicycle-baggage bill on second reading.

GREAT NORTHERN THEATER IN COURT 


Palmer and Rork, Lessees, Ask That 
the Davidsons Be Restrained from 
Enforcing Payment of Rent. 


A. M. Palmer and Samuel E. Rork, lessees 
of the Great Northern Theater, have filed a 
bill in the Circuit Court to restrain John A. 
and Alexander Davidson and the Great 
Northern Theater and Hotel company from 
prosecuting any suit to enforce payment of 
rent for the theater. The court is also asked 
to dissolve a partnership between the David- 
fons, Palmer, and Rork. 

The complainants say an agreement was 
made with the Davidsons for a partnership 
to operate the theater under the firm name 
of Palmer & Davidson. By this agreement, 
the court is told, Palmer and Rork were to 
contribute together $2,500 and the Davidsons 
a like amount towards the capital stock, 
and the expenses were to be borne equally 
by the partners. 

The complainants charge that the David- 
Fons withdrew their money and have since, 
by negligence in making necessary altera- 
tions, caused the firm great financial loss. 
The charge is also made that the Davidsons 
wish to benefit themselves at the expense of 
the firm. 

It is represented that on April 2 the David- 
sons caused a five-day notice to be served on 
the complainants, stating that unless the 
rental of the theater due on April 1 was paid 
before April 7 the lease would be declared 
forfeited. 

The complainants say they tendered $1,083 
on April 8, being one-half of the rent due, 
and demanded that the Davidsons contribute 
a like sum. The Davidsons, acting as the 
theater company, it is asserted, refused the 
tender. 

The court is told they fear the Davidsons 
will, as the theater company, commence a 
suit in forcible entry and detainer to oust the 
firm of Palmer & Davidson from the theater. 
This is what the complainants want the 
court to restrain.

The damage 
done in the overflowed section is incal- 
culable. Experience in past years is evi- 
dence no corn can be ralesd on overflowed 
lands of the season and not an average crop 
of cotton. 

Mr. S. P. Metzger, President of the Cotton 
Exchange of this city, gives it as his opin- 
ion that the loss to the receipts of cotton by 
the overflow in the States of Arkansas and 
Mississippi this season will not fall short 
of 350,000 bales, and possibly greater. 

Little Rock, Ark., April 9.—Gov. Jones 
today received a letter from people at Island 
73, White River, in which it is said that the 
people there are in imminent danger of 
perishing. The inhabitants are on house- 
tops, on rafts, and all manner of floats, and 
are entirely without food. There are said 
to be thirty-five families around the island, 
and the letter states that unless they receive 
immediate succor they will certainly perish. 
One family near the island has just lost six 
children in the flood. At Dawson's Landing 
125 pedple are destitute and in immediate 
need of food; forty at Avenue, fifty or sev- 
enty at Ferguson Landing, 150 at Minor 
Knowlton, 150 at Henrico, and 200 at La- 
conia. 


CUDAHYS DEFINE THEIR OIL STATUS.

Having noticed an article in your paper 
this morning, termed ‘Grab Oll of the 
World,’ in which reference is made to the 
Cudahys, I simply wish to say the State- 
ment made therein regarding our transec- 
tions in oil is utterly and absolutely without 
the slightest foundation. It is misleading 
to those of your readers who may take an 
interest In the article, and also may have 
a tendency to influence our customers with 
a fear that we are not in the oll business to 
stay. 

In justice to the Manhattan Oll company 
we wish especially to call attention to a 
paragraph in the article which reads as fol- 
lows: ‘Cudahy Bros. recently acquired 
ownership of the Manhattan Oil company, 
which was controlled by E. C. Benedict, 
Roswell P. Flower, J. A. Billings, and others, 
and made the Western concern practically 
independent of its Eastern competitors.’ 

The facts in the case are we have a fine 
property, well equipped, and all paid for. 
We are attending strictly to our own busi- 
ness, and have not been negotiating with the 
Manhattan or any other company for the

R. 8. MARTIN LEAVES THE MINISTRY. 
AND THE METHODIST CHUROHM. 


4 
Surrenders His Parchments to Presid- 
ing Elder Jackson—Agreed That No 
Charges Shall Be Preferred Against 
Him—Ex-Pastor Issues a Public 
Statement—Counsel for Both Sides 
Give Out a Formal Finding-—The 
Rev. A. Youker Temporary Supply. 


R. S. Martin, former pastor of Warren 
Avenue M. E. Church, is a plain, everyday 
citizen now. Yesterday at noon he appeared 
before Presiding Elder Henry G. Jackson 
of the Rock’ River Conference and handed 
him his ministerial parchments. Accom- 
panying them was a concise note of resigna- 
tion from the ministry and from his church 


membership. 

The resignation will end the matter. It 
Was agreed that upon Mr. Martin leaving 
the Methodist Church no charges should 
be preferred against him. At the next meet- 
ing of the Rock River Conference the resig- 
nation will be reported without charges. 

The resignation and agreement entered 
into by the counsel of the church and Mr. 
Martin’s ministerial counsel were the result 
of a stormy meeting held at the Palmer 
House yesterday, at which were present:

Martin's Public Statement. 


The first matter taken up was the following 
public statement which Mr. Martin wished to 
make to set himself right, and which was ac- 
cepted: | 

Chicago, April 8.—That all rumors concern- 
ing my relation to the Western Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal Church may be corrected, I make the 
following statement of facts: 

For some months I have been contemplating the 
resignation of my pastorate for several reasons. 

1. The impaired condition of my voice, it hav- 
ing been seriously taxed by excessive use in special 
revival services. 

2. The disappointment caused by the failure of 
some cherished plans, concerning our church and 
parsonage improvement, which to me seemed 
necessary, and to secure which I had been promised 
the cordial codperation of the officers of the church. 

3. Because I have been planning for some time 
retirement from the active work of the ministry 
to engage in other public service, which for 
epecial reasons presented to me a field for earnest 
and honorable work. 

In view of these things, on last Sunday evening 
I announced my temporary resignation as pastor. 
After a careful consideration of the whole subject 
in all its relations I now make that resignation 
final by a voluntary withdrawal from the ministry 
and membership of the church. This I do in the 
interest of the peace of the church I have faith- 
fully served and of the people whom I have 
learned to love, trusting hopefully in the contin- 
ued confidence of my friends. 

In thus retiring from the ministry and member- 
ship of the Methodist Episcopal Church I shall 
ever cherish precious memories of my pastoral 
life and fervently pray for the continued pros- 
perity of the church. R. S. MARTIN. 

An Official statement was also prepared 
by the counsel for the interested parties. 
The self-constituted committee claims that 
it was not represented when this statement 
was prepared, and last night it held a meet- 
ing at the residence of W. P. Landon for the 
purpose of stating its side of the matter. 


Text of Official Statement. 


The statement given out by the counsel! for 
the church and counsel for Mr. Martin has 
the sanction of Presiding Elder Jackson. 
It is as follows: 

Chicago, April 9.—Inasmuch as a statement 
of the question involving the withdrawal of the 
Rev. R. 8. Martin, D. D., from the ministry and 
membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
seems advisable for the best interests of all con- 
cerned, we, the counsel of the parties in interest, 
submit the following: 

1. We think the action taken by members of 
the Western Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church 
looking to a legal inquiry to have been in good 
faith and animated by a desire to promote the 
best interests of the church. 

2. We express our appreciation of the assist- 
ance accorded by Dr. Martin in the speedy and 
amicable settlement of this matter. 

3. It is our judgment that with this statement 
all agitation of the subject, public or otherwise, 
should cease. And it is our understanding that to 
this all parties vitally concerned are agreed.

RAILROADS FIND THE PECKHAM 


POOL DECISION A BLESSING. 


Fear of Retaliation and Impossibility 


ef Agreement to Restore Tariffs 
Once Cut Make Freight Men Un- 
usually Circumspect in Maintain- 
ime Existing Standards—Chicago 
Great Western and Missouri Pa- 
eific Yield an Example. 


Instead of the disastrous rate war which 


the railroad officials claimed would be the 
inevitable result of the decision of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court in the Trans-Mis- 
souri Freight Association case freight rates 
in the West seem now more firmly main- 
tained than was ever done when the rail- 
roads pooled their interests. What at first 
appeared to be a calamity is now admitted 
to be a blessing in disguise by many of the 
Western managers. 


The fear that any reduction a road may 


make will be promptly followed with similar 
reductions by all other roads seems to be a 
greater preventive of rate cutting than the 
severest penalties provided by the pooling 
agreements. Roads cannot now reduce rates 
temporarily and advance them again by 
agreement with the other roads. If a rate 
is reduced it is likely to stay reduced be- 
cause the railroads will not be permitted to 
agree upon a general advance in rates. Thus, 
while all the lines will follow a reduction 
made by any one road, few of them would 
follow suit if one or two should make an 
advance in rates. 


It is for these reasons that the Chicago 


Great Western and Missouri Pacific roads, 
which reduced some rates following the an- 
nouncement of the Supreme Court’s decis- 
ion, advanced them again to regular tariff a 
few days afterward. 


In consequence of these new developments 


there is no longer such great anxiety mani- 
tested by Western railroad managers to 
have the Foraker pooling bill enacted inte 
law during this special session of Congress. 
Few of them look for favorable action on the 
bill by Congress, but they are unanimously 
of the opinion that Congress should take ac- 
tion at once upon the amti-scalpers’ bill. 
They think passenger rates could be as Well 
maintained as freight rates without a pool- 
ing agreement {ff the scalpers were only 
prevented from manipulating rates and de- 
moralizing the business of the roads. 


NEW TRAFFIC BUREAU’S TERRITORY. 


Old Western Trunk Line Committee 


Maps Out a Big Area for Juris- 
dictional Purposes. 


When the new Western Traffic Bureau 


Was organized about a week ago by the ex- 
ecutive officers of the Western roads the 
matter of defining the territory and traffic 
coming under the jurisdiction of the new bu- 
reau was referred to the old Western Trunk 
Line committee, composed of the principal 
traffic officials of the various roads. 


This committee has just completed its 


task and asks that the following territory 
and traffic be covered by the new agreement: 


1. All freight traffic having origin or des- 


tination at any point in Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin, Northern Peninsula of Michigan, Iowa, 
Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Wyoming, 
Montana, North Dakota, South Dakota, and 
Idaho, east of Kuna and Sand Point, which 
passes to. from, or through any point on the 
Mississippi River, Minneapolis to New Or- 
leans, both inclusive, or which is exported 
or imported by any port on the Gulf of 
Mexico or Atlantic coast. : 

2. All freight traffic forwardéd to, from or 
through any point on the Missouri River, 
Sioux City to Kansas City, both inclusive, 
having origin or destination west of the 
Mississippi River im the States of Missouri, 
Iowa, Minnesota, an North and South 
Dakota. 


8. All freight traffic within the States of 


Missouri. Iowa, Minnesota, and North and 
South Dakota, which is competitive between 
two or more members except that portion 
which is included in the agreement of the 
Trane-Missouri Freight committee. 


4. All freight traffic to, from, or through 


St. Paul, Minneapolis, Minnesota transfer, 
Duluth, Superior, West Superior, or Ash- 
land, except between St. Paul, Minnesota 
Transfer, or Minneapolis, and Duluth, Su- 
perior, or West Superior. 


5. All freight traffic between Chicago and 


Peoria on the one hand and Illinois points 
north of the Santa Fé, Chicago to Fort 
Madison, both inclusive, and Mississippi 
River points north of Princeton on the other. 


6. All freight traffic having origin or des- 


tination to points in Wisconsin or the North- 
ern Peninsula of Michigan, forwarded over 
any portion of the lines whose members are 
not covered by the foregoing will be included. 


7. The following exceptions are made: All 


Pacific coast freight traffic, all Colorado and 
Utah freight traffic, all freight between Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, and Waukesha or inter- 
mediate points. 


Illinois Road Comes to Time.

According to the annual report of the Fire De- 
partment for 1896, issued by Chief Swenie yes- 
terday, it cost the residents of Chicago 86 cents 
per capita of population to maintain the Fire De- 
partment last year. The total expenses of the 
department were $1,502,942. The operating ex- 
penses were $1,542,597. 

The apparatus in use by the department in- 
cludes four fireboats, eighty-six steam fire en- 
gines, four hand engines, twenty-seven chemical 
engines, forty-two hose wagons, thirty-six hose 
carriages, fifty-three chemical extinguishers, 
sixty-eight portable pumps, two water towefs, 
and 175,812 feet of hose. The property owned by 
the department is valued at $2,562,464. There are 
1,185 men in the department, comprising 109 en- 
gine companies. 

Nine members of the department died during 
the year and nine were retired under the filremen’s 
pension act. 

There were 5,603 fire alarms during the year. 
This is 1,124 less than for the previous year. The 
number of fires was 4,414, or 920 less than the 
previous year. Of the total number of fires 2,608 
Feported a loss of less than $10 each, while in 
only four cases did the loss amount to $380,000 
or more. The total loss from fires aggregated 
$1,979,355, or 88 1-8 per cent less than the losses 
for the previous year.

The extent of the Knoxville fire is a mystery 
to Chicago underwriters, and has aroused con- 
siderable discussion.

ALL TALK TO BE FRENCH 


PROCEEDINGS OF POSTAL CONGRESS 
ARE IN THAT LANGUAGE. 


United States Postofiice Department 
Secures Old Corcoran Art Gallery 
for the Meetings of the Interna- 
tional Body—McKinley Will Enter- 
tain the Delegates—Whole World. 
Will Be Represented—China, Corea, 
and Orange Free State to Join. 


Washington, D. C., April 9.—The Poet- 
office Department has leased the ald Cor- 
coran Art Gallery Building, at the corner of 
Seventeenth street and Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, for the use of the international postal 
congress, which is to assemble here on May 
5. Itis expected that the congress will be in 
session six or eight weeks. The entire build- 
ing will be fitted and furnished expressly 
for the congress. 

The postal union embraces tha whole 
world, excepting the Chinese Empire, Corea, 
and the Orange Free State. These latter 
countries are expected to join the union dur- 
ing this congress, and will be represented by 
delegates. Each nation can send as many 
delegates as it desires to, but will have but 
one vote. | 

The convention wil be helé with closed 
doors, and the proceedings will be in the 
French language, according to the usual 
custom. The first topic of importance to be 
considered will be that of transit rates by 
intermediary countries on mails received 
from other countries 

It is likely that the result will be a general 
reduction of these rates, a circumstance 
which would be disadvantageous to the 
United States. President McKinley will en- 
tertain the congress at the White House, and 
a number of excursions will be made, not 
only to places of historical interest, but for 
the purpose of studying various features of 
the postal system of this country, and the 
various methods, devices, and appliances in 
use. 

The appropriation for the congress has not 
yet been made, but the pending sundry civil 
bill contains for this purpose $100,000. The

BEET SUGAR CAN BE MADE CHBAPLY. 


Report of Agricultural Department 
Shows the Advantage of Ita Pro- 
duction in This Country. 


Washington, D. C., April 9.—There is 
much information for those identified with 
sugar interests in a report just issued by the 
Agricultural Department on the sugar beet. 

In reviewing the cost of manufacture it 
Says that in 118 factories operating in Ger- 
many the mean net profit for each factory 
was $32,240 for the last year. 

The price reported paid for beets is usually 
fictitious, the beet-growers owning the 
factory and preferring to share in the gen- 
eral profits rather than to charge a high 
price for the beets. First-class beets rarely 
sell for less than $5 a ton. 

The Western Beet Sugar company of Wat- 
sonville, Cal, stated that in the season of 
1888-89 the cost of manufacturing sugar 
from the beets amounted to $80.80 per ton 
of sugar. 

The department holds now that with the 
best machinery and most economical proc- 
esses beet sugar can be made in this country 
at a cost of from three to four cents per 
pound when the price ef rich beets does not 
exceed $5 a ton. 

From reliable data it is stated that in Eu- 
rope the cost of erecting a factory with the 
most modern machinery of a capacity of at 
least 300 tons of beets per day is about $200,- 
000 


In this country, owing to increased cost 
of transportation and the higher price of 
labor, the cost probably weuld be $250,000. 

The report discountenances cheap mamu- 
facturing processes and holds out no reason- 
able hope to farmers of successfully estab- 
lishing a home beet sugar factory, but pre- 
dicts that the coöperative factory methods 
practiced in Europe, in which beet-growing 
farmers hold part or majority of the stock, 
will eventually come into use here 

Of 11,672,816 metric tons of beets deliv- 
ered to the German factories in 1805-’06 
there were 2,689,004 tons grown by share- 
holders. 

Seven beet sugar factories are now shown 
to be in operation in this country and feur 
others are building or contemplated. 

The rate of. increase in sugar consump- 
tion for twenty-three years has been 278 per 
cent in the United States, 142 in France, 159 
in Germany, 107 in Austria; and 90 in En- 
gland. 


TRUST IS RUSHING IN THE SUGAR. 


Enormous Lots Are Shipped In Under 
the Old Duties Se as to Aveid 
the Dingler Tarif. 


New York, April 9.— Activity on the part 
of the sugar trust to import enormous quan- 
tities of sugar before the enactment of the 
Dingley bill continues. 

The payment of duty on sugar has in- 
creased more than $500,000 this week. As 
nearly as can be estimated at the custom- 
house the daily receipts on account of sugar 
duty habe been as follows: Monday, $120,- 
000; Tuesaay, $200,000; Wednesday, $105,000; 
Thursday, $157,000. Total, $582,000. 

At other ports the movement is corre- 
spondingly large. 

All this sugar is entered as “ directed 
shipped prior to April 1,“ hence the duty is 
collectable, according to the schedule in the 
Willson law. 

[The object of making this rush of sugar 
is to pocket the difference of present duty on 
sugar of 35 to 40 per cent under the pres- 
ent tariff and 70 per cent under the proposed 
Dingley bill now before the Senate. The in- 
tention is to import a year’s supply before 
the Senate passes the bill and thus golible 
up 80 or more millions of extra profit which 
should go into the Treasury, and a lot of 
Senators will play into their hands by hold- 
ing back the bill. What amount of boodle 
they will get for thus helping to cheat the 
government cannot be foretold. except by 
mind readers.] 


SECRETARY WILSON NAMES DEMOCRAT 


Incurs the Displeasure of the Repub- 
licaus by Giving a Good Place to 
Charles W. Dabney Jr. 


Washington, D. C., April 9.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson has appointed Charles 
W. Dabney Jr. of Tennessee, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Agriculture under the Cleveland 
administration, to be “special agent in 
charge of scientific and statistical investiga- 
tion.“ The salary is fixed at $4,500 per year. 

This is the largest compensation paid any 
official in the government service designated 
either by the President or a Cabinet officer, 
who is not ccnfirmed by the Senate, with the 
single exception of the Director of the Bu- 
reau of American Republics. 

Secretary Wilson’s creation of un oftice 
and its bestowal upon a Democrat are bitter- 
ly derounced by those Republicans who are 
looking in vain for positions not blanketed. 
by civil service regulation.

His aim is to diversify, so far as possible, 
the farm products.of the country, and to 
this end he is making aspecialityof selecting 
new and valuable seeds from all parts of the 
world and putting them in the hands of 
farmers likely to use them to advantage. 

He has begun the work with sugar beets 
and leguminous plants of all sorts. While 
sugar beets are now: widely cultivated in 
the West, the best seed at present comes 
from abroad. 


WILL SEND A RELIEF SHIP TO INDIA.

One from the Merchant Marine 
to Convey Provisions. 


Washington, D. C., April 9.—In execution 
of the act of Congress authorizing the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to transport contribu- 
tions for the relief of the suffering people of 
India Secretary Long has taken steps im- 
mediately to procure a ship or steamer frum 
the merchant marire.

GRAY TOM BEATS SPINES. 


VETERAN GETS — wire HIS RI-- 
VAL FOR PITTSBURG DEFEATS. 


With Ne Chance to Win a Prise Him- 
self, Gallagher Sails Im and Spoils 
Spinke’ Claim to First Money—Spinks 
New Tied with Catton and the Game 
Wine Played on Monday—A Slow 
Contest in Which the Spectators 
Took the Liveliest Kind of interest. 


Thomas J. Gallagher, dubbed by Amos 
Cummings some years ago The Billiard 
Blacksmith,” yesterday afternoon set his 
anvil in the path of William A. Spinks, and 
so stopped a victorious career which told of 
an unbroken series of five winning games iv 
the shortstop billiard tournament. By the 
success of the Cuyahoga County expert 
Spinks is thrown into a tie with William II 
Catton for first and second prizes, and the 
game of Monday night next will be neces- 
sary to decide the winner of the tourney. 

Gallagher’s win was one of those happen- 
ings known to contests in billiard tourna- 
ments wherein a man standing to win all 
has the ill luck to face in his final game an 
opponent past all hope of prize money, and 
so carries not even a snowbird,” as goes 
the turf expression. 

Speculators, old in the billiard way, laid 
4 to 5 against Spinks, although betting tran- 
sactions were small. As Catton is popular 
to a degree the spectators were loud in their 
approval of any play that looked to be in 
Gallagher’s favor, and so his first run of 
account was cheered, while Spinks, who put 
together 63 nicely in the tenth inning, “ got 
never a hand.” 

Each Play a Slow Game. 

The game was tedious in the extreme, both 
men being noted for slowness both as re- 
gards conception and execution. It took one 
hour and ten minutes to put 115 points on 
the string of each, and from start to finish 
everything dragged. In no sense could it be 
called a game up to the standard of the 
week’s play. Of course, good shots were 
frequent, but players and onlookers were 
too excited to enjoy themselves. Gallagher 
at first was noticeably weak in the return of 
the object ball on a drive, while Spinks 
nervously missed chances for the line. At 
the twelfth inning the call was 1381 all,“ 
but in his halt Gray Tom got in a break 
of 80, catching the line at 44 on siderail fora 
few points. The fifty-ninth shot was one of 
the moet difficult known, it being a spread 
across the table, the object balls lying below 
the side pocket on different sides of tie ta- 
ble and each close in on the cushion, while 
the setriker’s ball was well within the line 
of the spot at the end. For the execution of 
this stroke the player was loudly cheered. 
Gallagher forged ahead and in the twenty- 
first inning, scorimg 63, stood at 342 to 196, 
and 10 to 1 went begging.

COACH LEHMANN WRITES OF THE CREW

Every right Which the people have by the 
present laws and ordinances to make better 
terms upon the renewal of the franchises, 
many of which are now expiring, is taken 
away. « . 

The public can be deprived of protéction 
arising from the competition of new com- 
panies. 

Communities are deprived of the right to 
protect themselves by regulatton, 

Relieved of competition or regulation, or 
the ‘nécessity of making concessions for re- 
newals, the existing companies are given a 
monopoly for fifty years. 

This monopoly can be renewed by the same 
legislative power for fifty years more or for 
989 years, the term of the Broadway railroad 
franchise. The Chicago street car companies 
have united in argument to the Legislature 
for perpetual charters. 


Illinois Towns Alone Stand Still. 


For fifty years—and as easily for 999—all 
the financial benefits, new inventions in 
tramsportation, and of the growth of wealth 
and population are to go almost entirely to 
these companies. 

London, Berlin, Paris—all the great cities 
of Europe—are becoming the owners of their 
street railroads. Toronto, Detroit, and other 
cities in this country are getting lower fares 
and larger revenues.

FAILURES NOT SO HEAVY. 


RECORD FOR THE FIRST QUARTER 
OF 1897 IS ENCOURAGING. 


Wheat Market Collapse Due toa Reali- 
zation That Past Accepted Esti- 
mates af Yield and Consumption 
Have been Misleading — Cotton 
Gains Only Slightly on Flood News 
Iron Industry Hampered by Un- 
certainty Regarding Prices. 


New York, April 9.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say: 

Out of 4,006 failures with liabilities of $60,- 
752,561 in the first quarter, 74 banking fail- 
‘ures covered more than a fifth of the amount, 
$12,744,650, and 3,845 failures with liabilities 
of $35,947,898, or nearly three-fifths, are 
classified this week according to branches of 
business, leaving only 587 failures and less 
than a fifth of the liabilities, $12,060,019, in 
branches of manufacture or trade not spec- 
ified. Only two of the thinteen manufactur- 
ing classes and only four of thirteen trading 
classes show liabilities for the quarter larger 
than last year, and only five manufacturing 
and three trading show larger average lia- 
bilities. 

For the month of March only three man- 
ufacturing and four trading classes show 
larger amounts than last year, and only two 
manufacturing and five trading show a 
larger average of liabilities. In almost every 
case also it’ is shown that the increase is 
due to one or two exceptionally large fail- 
ures in that class. The returns, compared 
with those of three previous years, disclose 
much improvement already and a bright 
prospect for more hereafter. 

Collapse of the Wheat Market. 

A sudden collapse of the wheat market, ex- 
ceeding three points in a day, appears to 
have no other cause than a belated percep- 
tion that past accepted estimates of yield 
and consumption, official and other, have 
been misleading. Floods and other unfavor- 
able weather for seeding have no weight. 
Expectation of great scarcity and high prices 


in trade there. St. Louis, more dependent 
on traffic with the flooded region, reports 
a decrease in volume of business. Jobbers 
at Omaha, St. Paul, Milwaukee, and Port- 
land, Ore., report a better demand, notably 
in dry goods, oils, paints, glass, shoes, and 
leather. 

Prospective advances in the wool tariff 
are behind another rise in prices of wool and 
woolens, but cotton goods thus far fail to 
advance, because restricted production is 
meeting surrent demand, nearly all staples, 
except those mentioned as having advanced, 
have declined. 

Exports of wheat (flour included as wheat) 
from both coasts of the United States and 
St. John, N. B., this week amount to 
2,026,797 bushels, compared with 2,464,000 
bushels last week, 1,764,000 bushels in the 
week a year ago, 2,934,000 bushels in the 
week two years ago, 1,955,000 bushels three 
years ago, and as contrasted with 2,948,000 
bushels in the like week of 1898. Exports 
of Indian corn amount to 4,645,585 bushels 
this week, compared with 4,970,000 busheis 
last week, 1,391,000 bushels in the week a 
year ago, 814,000 bushels two years ago, 
1,427,000 bushels three years ago, and as 
contrasted with 908,000 bushels in the like 
week of 1803. 

Business failures remain at the lower level 
recently reported; 232 this week, compared 
with 212 last week, 231 in the week a year 
ago, 225 two years ago, and 211 three years 
ago. 

There are 32 business failures reported 


from the Canadian Dominion this’ week, 


against 38 last week, 30 in the week a year 
ago, and 26 two years ago.

Almost all the new lines would be feeders 
or extensions of the old lines, and by these 
burdensome provisions would be thrown into 
their hands. Having no possible competi- 
tion, they could secure the new lines in these 
auctions at nominal figures. 

Acts Specifically Authorized. 

Seeming to forbid « -nsolidation and to pre- 
serve competition, .tne law specifically au- 
thorizes all street car lines of any city—even 
all of the street car lines of all the cities— 
to be consolidated in the hands of one syndi- 
cate, if not by stock consolidation, at least, 
by lease or purchase. 

Tens of miilions of dollars will be legislated 
into the value of watered stock. 

Hundreds of millions of dollars could be 
taken from the people by extortionate 
charges during the half century. 

Whether the compensation, so-called, of 
3 per cent to be paid by the companies is 
adequate or inadequate, or would be adequate 
if doubled or tripled, is a small matter in 
comparison with the question of principle, 
which forbids any self-respecting and pru- 
dent community from allowing its compen- 
sation to be fixed by-any other authority 
than itself, whether for one year or for fifty 
years. 

No more electric roads, occupying streets 
or highways, can be built in Illinois, if these 
street Railroad Commissioners can be influ- 
enced by the steam roads to withhold the cer- 
tillcates, without which no community can 
grant an ordinance—the certificate that the 
road is necessary for the convenience of the 
public, 

Takes Away Hope of Relief. 

This suppression of the electric and other 
new local roads would take away from 
the people their last hope of relief from their 
dependence upon the steam roads. 

The permission given local roads to use 
the streets or highways ts converted from 4 
license into a contract; without the consen 
of the people the companies are given a 
vested right in the thoroughfares and made 
superior there to the people. 

Every community is deprived of home rule 
and local self-government over its streets, 
franchises, and the supply of the great 
necessity of modern life, cheap and rapid 
transit. 

This legislation is a precedent which will 


bring other corporations and combinations | 


of corporations to the State capital to seek 
similar extensions of their gas, electric light, 
heat and power, pneumatic-tube and tele- 
phone franchises, and other grants of power 
over the necessities of modern life. 

When the present franchises, now about 
to expire alt over the State, were granted, 
no one had the faintest conception of the 
importance to be given them by science, 
prosperity, and the expansion of our cities. 
Within a few years illumination, transporta- 
tation, and power have all been revolu- 
tionized; and more triumphs of science are 
just before us. But ail the mistakes and 
omissions of the old charters are to be per- 
petuated for fifty years—perhaps for many 
years longer; and all the gains of science 
and public experience to be denied the people. 


Threateus Every Inhabitant. 

This legislation threatens every inhabi- 
tant; the working children, the working- 
women, and the workingmen, who, going and 
returning, must pay two fares every day at 
a rate never to be reduced, no matter how 
much their wages are cut, the farmer in 
the remotest country district, in fact, every 
one who might be relieved by the competi- 
tion this bill can prevent. By its termsits 
provisions are to affect every county in the 
State, even those so remote that there is 
„no daily newspaper to publish official 
notice. 

‘The ride is longer” is the only defense 
offered for the legislative perpetuation into 
the middie of the next century of the war 
prices of the middle of the century now 
closing. Only a few take thelongride. The 
average haul is much shorter. The short 
haul costs the public as much as it did thirty 
or forty years ago, while it costs the com- 
panies very much less. The numbers taking 
the short ride have enormously increased. 
The length of the line is not a present from 
these companies to the public, but from the 
publie to them. Every mile of the longer line 
has been eagerly sought—and too often 
bought—by the companies.

The 
fate of those who were absolutely certain 
that the crop of 1896 was very short has left 
but little confidence for further speculation. 
Receipts thus far still indicate a supply of 
American considerably greater than has ever 
been consumed in one year, but uncertainty 
about the coming crop induces much buying. 

The demand for cotton goods does not in- 
crease, although sales of fair magnitude con- 
tinue, but print cloths are dull. 

Wool Speculation Checked. 

Speculation in wool has been checked by 
the possibility that duties may take effect 
April 1, and some large shipments from 
abroad have been countermanded, while 
traders here are less disposed to sell. But 
trading between dealers makes up more 
thao half the sales of 12,739,400 pounds for 
the week, and since sales in six weeks at 
three markets have been 76,484,600 pounds, 
it is not probable that many mills have, as 
is claimed, a full year's supply. The demand 
for men’s goods has diminished, the first 
round of purchases having been completed 
by many buyers, with results fairly encour- 
aging, and the demand for dress goods, 
especially. of the lower grades, has caused 
an advance ot 5 per cent in some lines. 

The iron industry is hampered by the con- 
test between Mesaba ore interests, which 
prevents as yet any settlement of ore prices, 
and leads many to expect further decline in 
finished products. The Illinois steel works, 
the Lake Erie works at Cleveland, and the 
works of Oliver & Co. and Byers & Co. at 
Pittsburg are stopped by labor difficulties, 
and some furnaces have stopped) because 
the production of pig had outrun the de- 
mand for finished products, and heavy 
stocks remained unsold. Bessemer at Pitts- 
burg for pig brings only $10,,and gray forge 
only $8.75, the lowest on record, but no 
quotable decline is seen in finished products, 
and nails are strong. 


RECOVERY OF SPECULATIYE MARKETS 


Result of Overselling the Market by 


Professional Traders and Failure 
to Imaugurate a Rate War. 


New York, April 9.—Bradstreet’s financial 
review tomorrow will say: 

Ajthough the market has been a profes- 
sional one, and at the beginning of the week 
exhibited further heaviness, covering of 
shorts on an extensive scale set in on 
Wednesday and carried prices in many in- 
stances to a considerably better level. This 
movement was not attended by any very 
striking news, but would seem to he the re- 
sult of overselling by the professional trad- 
ers and their allies. The fact that the rail- 
roads did not justify the hopes of the bears 
in regard to tbeir action upon the trans- 
Missouri decision, and have studiously re- 
frained from inaugurating any rate war, 
was of course an important factor in this 
eonnection, and it may also be observed 
that, except in a few stocks like Jersey Cen- 
tral, where special reasons for liquidation 
existed, no large volume of investment stcck 
came to the market during the recent de- 
clines- 

Loosely heid long stock was, of course, 
forced out, but it is now. evident that the 
short selling was upon a much more exten- 
sive scale than had been supposed, and as 
further unfavorable developments seemed 
far off uneasiness on the part of the pro- 
fessionals naturally ran into a desire to close 
their contracts on the bear. But this dispo- 
sition has doubtless been accelerated by ma- 
nipulation on the part of some of the leaders 
of the street, and it may be remarked that 
commission house buying indicative of re- 
newed public interest in the market has been 
lacking. 

The reduction of the Bank of England rate 
with the decline of the money markets, both 
in London and on the continent, pointirg, 
as they do, to decreased apprehensions that 
war will grow out of the Cretan question, 
are considered favorable factors.

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Everything Indicates the Mannheim 
Farmer Was Murdered and 
Robbed by Tramps. 


The body of Adolph Wiemerschlager of 
Mannheim, who disappeared last Saturday, 
was found yesterday in the Desplaines 
River, near the bridge in Turner Park, by a 
party of farmers who had been dragging the 
river. 

The body was fearfully mutilated, there 
being a big gash on the top of his head and 
several scratches across the face and hands. 
The pockets of his clothes were turned in- 
side out, the clothing torn, and everything 
indicated that the young man had been en- 
gaged in a terrible struggle. 

As soon as the body was recovered tele- 
graphic communications were sent to Adolph 
Arnold, a nephew of the dead man, who has 
a wholesale market at No. 145 West Madison 
street. 

Wiemerschlager, who was 21 years old, 
went to Turner Park on Saturday evening 
to attend a dance. Late in the night he 
started to walk back to Mannheim, but 
never reached there. On Sunday morn- 
ing indications were found of a desperate 
struggle on the bridge, and Detectives Mag- 
nus and McWeeney came to the conclusion 
the young mah had been attacked by tramps, 
robbed, and his body thrown into the water. 

Descriptions of the tramps who have been 
in the vicinity and are supposed to have 
committed the murder are in the hands of 
the police, who are looking for them. 


WHY WEISENBERGER PROVED FICKLE. 


New-Yorker, in Custody Here, Says 
Mrs. Bertha Goldstein Misrepresent- 
ed Society Wherein She Moved. 


David Welsenberger, arrested on Thurs- 
day on a capias from the Federal Court, 
based on a $5,000 breach of promise verdict, 
was in the United States Marshal's office 
yesierday waiting for his bondsmen, and he 
talked of the charge of Mrs. Bertha Gold- 
Stein that he had disposed of his property 
to avoid paying her the verdict of the New 
York court. The expected bondsmen failed 
to appear, but the defendant expects his 
brother here today. 

“It is true a verdict was found against 
me,“ said the prisoner, but it was on bad 
evidence.

Sennott Bid Three Out. 


The first thing Mayor Swift did when ke 
saw these bids was to throw out the one of 
Thomas Sennott & Co. on the ground it pre- 
vided for the disposal of the garbage by 
cremation and he was not willing to use that 
system. 

All the cities which have tried the crema- 
tion system of disposing of garbage have 
abandoned it for that of reduction,“ he said, 
„and Chicago, at this late day, is not going 
back to any abandoned and exploded the- 
ories. I will not consent to receive any bids 
which provide for the use of a crematory, 


The bids of Patrick Mulcaire and J. J. 
Ballargern were tentatively held up and, it 
was said, will ultimately be rejected on the 
ground they did not specify any system of 
disposing of the garbage, neither were any 
plans and specifications of reduction works 
filed with them. These two bidders also 
failed to file any bonds with their bids, while 
the specifications called for a bond of 
$200,000, as well as a certified check for 
$10,000 with each bid. 

This throwing out of the bids of Sennott, 
Ballargern, and Mulcaire leaves only those 
of McDonald & Knot and Petersen & Co. 
The former is $1,100,000 under the latter, but 
the latter provides for the Arnold system of 
reduction, which is favored by the Health 
Department. It is the one in use in New 
York, Brooklyn, and Philadelphia, and bet- 
ter results are claimed for it. 


Cost of Garbage Disposal. 

In connection with the bids Commissioner 
Kerr has prepared the following figures 
showing the cost a year of disposing of 
garbage in the cities where reducing works 
are used: 


This is an average of about 56 cents per 
capita, which, giving Chicago’s population 
at 1,800,000, would make the cost here 
$950,000 a year. This high average, how- 
ever, is due to the heavy cost in Boston, 
where it is nearly $1 per capita. 

Commissioner Kerr yesterday prepared an 
answer to his critics, which he will read at 
the toon meeting on Monday. It is 
mainly devoted to a showing that the charge 
the specifications were loosely drawn is 
unjust. 

According to the Harlan resolution adopt- 
ed by the Council on Thursday night the 
above bids, together with the specifications 
and advertisements for them, will go to that 
body on Monday night. Ald. Harlan said 
yesterday he wished to.make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the contract and the manner 
of its letting and would take the oppor- 
tunity om Monday night to get as much light 
on the subject as possible. 

Swift Courts Inquiry. 

In regard to the same matter Mayor Swift 
said: 

“The Council wants the bids and other 
information connected with the contracts, 
and I am glad to send them to it. I am as 
anxious as any one to have the widest 
publicity given these contracts.” 

There is also talk of possible injunction 
proceedings in case Commissioner Kerr lets 
the contract, but no one is willing to stand 
sponsor for it. 

Asked yesterday if there was any chance 
of his rejecting the two bids and readvertis- 
ing, Commissioner Kerr said: There will 
be no more advertising while I am in office.” 


THROWS PLANS TO THE NEW COUNCIL

The Spanish garrison in Puerto Rico is 
composed of about 6,000 soldiers, of whom 
2,000 are natives and belong to the volunteer 
corps. The fleet which patrols the Puerto 
Rican coast is made up of four vessels. Of 
these the gumboats Indio, Criollo, and 
Ponce de Leon are of little use, as their 
speed is very limited. The cruiser Ysabel II. 
is the only vessel of any importance. 

The population of Puerto Rico is about 
950,000 persons, of whom about 70,000 are 
native Spaniards. The country is certainly 
anxious for a revolution to get rid of an 
oppressive government. 

There have been rumors of great discon- 
tent among the people of Puerto Rico for a 
long time. The promises of ample political 
reforms for the island somewhat allayed the 
bitter feeling entertained toward the gov- 
ernment, especially by the autonomist party, 
which represents the native element. 

The reforms, though voted by the Spanish 
Cortes on March 15, 1895, were not put in 
force until recently, and their practical ad- 
vantages were alleged to be of little account. 
Instead of producing any good result they 
seemed to drive away all hope of a change 
for the better in the political condition of at- 
fairs in Puerto Rico. 

The autonomist party, voicing the feeling 
of the majority of the native population of 
the island, refused to take part in the recent 
election held under the reform law. This 
caused wide discontent among all classes, 
and the government seemingly anticipating 
trouble in the island had taken precaution- 
ary steps during the last few months. 


COURT SCORES DAWSONS AND KEMPS. 


Jadge Gibbons Orders Fireman Sent to 
Jail, but Releases Him on Honds 
Until Tuesday. 


John Dawson, for eighteen years a member 
of the Chicago Fire Department, was yes- 
terday found guilty of contempt of court 
by Judge Gibbons. The court scored Daw- 
son and ordered him sent to jail for nine 
months, but later released him on $2,000 
bonds until next Tuesday. 

Dawson is accused of having aided and ad- 
vised his , George Dawson, in abducting 
and removing from the jurisdiction of the 
court May Luella Kemp, 13 years old, and 
Nellie Freer Kemp, aged 11 years, the daugh- 
ters of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Kemp. 

The ycunger Dawson is a trapeze perform- 
er and is said to have fraudulently adopted 
the Kemp children after he had taught them 
to perform on the trapeze. 

When Judge Gibbons annulled the adop- 
tion, it is said Dawson senior informed his 
son of the order, so that he left the city before 
it could be served. Young Dawson and the 
children are thought to be in Louisville. 

I never in my life heard of a case in which 
the families on both sides showed such utter 
disregard for morals and such indifference 
to the proper care of innocent children,” 
said Judge Gibbons. “ The condition of af- 
fairs here, the conduct of this man Dawson, 
with the full knowledge of the parents of 
these girls and his own parents is simply re- 
volting.”’ 


ARBUCKLES DENIED A NEW TRIAL 


Ohio Court Holds They Are Not Pros- 
ecuting the Injunction Case 
in Good Faith. 


Toledo, Oi, April 9.—In the Arbuckle-Wool- | 
son injunction suit the Circuit Court today 
overruled plaintiffs’ motion for a trial 
and granted fifty days in which to file a bill 
of exceptions. The Common Pleas Court 
some time since dissolved the injunction to 
restrain defendant from cutting prices of 
coffee. 

The court reviewed the facts and found 
that in all probability the American Sugar 
Refining company, or sugar trust, bought 
the stock in the Woolson company, and did 
so for the purpose of retaliating against the 
Arbuckles for attempting to enter the sugar 
business. The court also finds that the 
company is being run in the interest of the 
sugar trust, and not for the benefit of the 
Woolson company; that the declines in coffee 


were made for the purpose of forcing losses

on Arbuckle Bros. and of forcing them out 
of the sugar business. 

But the court holds that the plaintiffs are 
not prosecuting the case in good faith for the 
interest of the Woolson Spice company, but

though an ordinary stockholder might have 
relief, the plaintiffs cannot.

On Veldt and Farm: In Bechuanaland, 
Cape Colony, the Transvaal, and Natal.

Africa seems to be developing a peculiar 
type of modern femininity—the woman who 
can travel alone through wild lands and 
reach independent opinions of her own on 
all she sees. Save for the name on the title 
page one would naturally aseribe these 
vigorous and widely informed pages to the 
hand of a masculine traveler. The style 
is virile, the views are comprehensive, and 
the treks through wild districts are such 
as few women would care to undertake. 

One does not need to read far in this book 
to discover that the author is British to the 
backbone; that she holds the Boers and

especially Oom Paul Kruger in contempt; 


and that she regards Cecil Rhodes as the 
potential savior of South Africa. 

In view of the war cloud that now hangs 
over the Transvaal the volume is of un- 
usual interest. Though it states the issues 
from a strictly British point of view, the 
statement is cogent and forcible, and suffi- 
ciently generous to make one feel that our 
American sympathies are bound to be with 
the progressive British rather than with the 
ultra-conservative Boers. 

The crisis that has followed the Boers’ 
demanding of heavy damages for the Jame- 
gon raid is by no means solely a question of 
money or of mines. The affairs of the Rand 
are only a small corner of the revolution 
which is taking place in South Africa. 
Frances Macrab makes it out to be more a 
question of farming and of food than any- 
thing else. 

To keep production down and prices up 
was the fixed policy of President’s Kruger’s 
Administration. To attain this end, pro- 
hibitive restrictions of all sorts had been 
erected, especially in the shape of taxes and 
high railway rates. As a result there has 
not been enough food produced to subsist 
the settlers that have been pouring into 
Africa in the last ten years. Among the in- 
teresting proofs of this fact the author cites 
the shipping of canned tomatoes from New 
Tork to the country that has the tomato 
as an indigenous weed. The men in pos- 
session of the soil have, by their ignorance, 
heaped up difficulties. They need teach- 
ing, and yet refuse to be taught. Henet 
comes the scarcity.’’ The whole contention 
of the English against the Boers is con- 
centrated in this couplet: 

In matters of commerce the fault of the Dutch 

Is giving too little and asking too much. 

Quite recently the Kruger restrictive pol- 
icy has been suddenly reversed. The author 
tells us that when Mr. Kruger conceived the 
policy of ‘‘ worrying the tortoise into show- 
ing its head he precipitated with his own 
hands the death of the Boer policy. The 
continual aggravation of high duties on food 
stuffs and of extreme railway rates has 
produced an overwhelming wave of free 
trade sentiment, and Mr. Kruger has found 
to his dismay that instead of worrying a tor- 
toise he had been irritating a far more dan- 
gerous animal. 

The author looks with cheerful hopeful- 
ness upon the unsettled transition state that 
has followed this sudden change. She be- 
eves the reversal of the Boer policy will 
soon work enormous advancement in mar- 
kets, transports, and raw products, and 
that all along the line vast and lucrative 
opportunities will now be offered for men 
of business abilities. But she thinks Cecil 
Rhodes or some man of his commanding 
personality must be on hand to dominate the 
situation. 

There is a deal of latent humor in a com- 
parison of the opinion of Frances Macnab 
with that of Olive Schreiner on the char- 
acter of Cecil Rhodes. The two views have 
all the similarity of an archangel and a 
Mephistopheles. Each is sincere enough— 
from its own standpoint. The British wom- 
an’s view point is the commercial! one: the 
African author’s is the view point of the 
altruistic idealist. Whether Mr. Rhodes is 
to be classed with the upper or the nether 
powers depends upon the standard chosen. 

In addition to these weightier matters the 
book contains. an interesting narrative of 
the author's travels through Bechuanaland, 
Cape Colony, the Transvaal, and Natal. A 
good map of South Africa adds considerably 
to the value of the volume. 


Unto the Fifth Gereration. 


The Man Who Wins. By Robert Herrick.” 


Charles Scribner’s Sons. 

In this new volume of the Scribners’ 
dainty Ivory Series another Chicago author 
at unusual promise makes his first appear- 
ance within book covers. Robert Herrick 
is an instructor in the English department 
of the University of Chicago, and is already 
favorably known through some excellent 
magazine stories. “The Man Who Wins 
is, therefore, the work of a writer who is 
already fairly on the way to win. 

Mr. Herrick’s brief volume might be 
called a novel of neurosis. It is a study in 
heredity unto the fifth generation—almost 


unto the sixth, but the “almost” consti- | 


tutes the finale of the story. It is really a 
problem novel that Mr. Herrick has given 
us. Shall a young man, when he has looked 
upon a fair young woman of New England 
descent, and has seen in her signs of a pov- 
erty of blood and an overplus of nerves, 
turn his coat tails upon her and flee incon- 
tinently for the sake of the coming genera- 
tions? Mr. Herrick has not answered the 
problem too baldly in the affirmative, but 
the drift of his argument is strongly that 


way. Certainly he leaves one no chance to 


doubt his belief that the man who “ wins ” 
is the one who fights shy of neurotic young 


women. 
With swift, almost abrupt strokes, the 
author sketches the successive generations 
of the fine old Puritan family of Elwells 
near Bosten. The original Elwell is an up- 
right and intense preacher of the old-line 
Calvinism. His son is a us busi- 
ness-man with enough of the old Kiwell 
piety in him to be a deacon in his father’s 
church. The Elwell of the third generation 
is a florid and flourishing stock broker, of 
the sort who work on nerve and are never 


| sober after 3 in the afternoon. It is at this 


; objectors to 


degenerate Puritans. There are a great many 
like them, who have petered out on the stony 
farms, or in little clerkships, or in asylums of 
one sort or another. The stock was too finely 
bred in and in, over and over, for 800 years 
nearly. Insanity and vice have been hoarded and 
repressed and passed on. We have the taint of 
scrofula, of drink, of insanity, all covered up. 
Those were wisest who scattered themselves forty 
years ago into new lands. Then the magnificent 
old stock took a new life. 

The point to which Mr. Herrick holds most 
firmly is that when Jarvis Thornton turned 
aside from his high scientific aim and im- 
molated himself upon the altar of an out- 
worn family he forever forfeited his chance 
to win, either personally or through his off- 
spring. To keep his lily stil uplifted out of 
the slime of her hereditary surroundings he 
is compelled to abandon science and his own 
bent and to devote all his energies to this 
one negative end. 

The finale which Mr. Herrick has chosen 
for his story is rather tantalizing. Dr. 
Thornton’s daughter figures in it. Her 
nerves are morbid, her egotism is excessive, 
her restlessness is abnormal.“ Thus the 
father describes his daughter to a young man 
who has shown signs of being attracted to 
her. And then he warns the youth away in 
this style: 

There are some men who care more to do 
some one thing, who love one object more than 
they care for success, for fame, for pleasure. 
If they are defeated, if they never have a chance 
to do that one thing—perhaps the world is no 
poorer—there are pienty to take their places, but 
they are capable of misery, real misery, such as 
no common failure brings to the common man. 1 
took you for that kind of man.’’ 

Love is a great career!“ 

It is; but there is hardly a man I have ever 
known who could embrace it, and that only, for a 
lifetime. You could not, I think, and you would 
be miserable. It is a humble career, though it is 
rich. The man who wins does not devote his life 
to an exacting passion for a neurotic woman. 
You are the man to win; go in.“ 

And the young man denarts, evidently with 
the author’s full approval, for he never re- 
turns. 

Probably Mr. Herrick would have a good 
deal of trouble to prove that neurotic women 
and degenerate men are in any degree pecu- 
liar to New England. He Is also dealing with 
A very uncertain edged tool when he advises 
the ambitious youth to adopt the physical 
rather than the love test in affairs matrimo- 
nial. But his putting of the case is jyst non- 
committal and piquant enough to exicte one’s 
interest. . 

It needs but to be added that Mr. Herrick’s 
literary style is terse, clear, forcible, and 
just rugged enough to give promise of much 
beauty when it shall have received the polish 
which one hopes to see it get by means of 
frequent use henceforth.

Ziska: The Problem of a Wicked Soul. 
By Marie Corelli. Stone & Kimball. 
Has Miss Corelli turned theosophist? If 
this be so, as would seem to be indicated by 
the deep tinge of theosophy in her latest 
novel, Ziska,“ then let us henceforth score 
one good point for the vagaries of Blavatsky, 
For this or something else has led Miss 
Corelli to forego the ranting, steam thrasher 
style of her later works, and to produce a 
clear-cut, effective piece of artistic work, 
from which her own aggressive personality 
is aimost totally excluded. For which kind 
heaven bethanked.

Newspaper Sermons, 

George H. Hepworth has compiled a sec- 
ond series of his Herald Sermons” (Dut- 
ton). These “ Sermons” appeared as lead- 
ing editorials in the Sunday editions of the 
New York Herald. The subject matter is 
frankly religious and always practical. No 
apologies are made for treating all the affairs 
of life from the religious, the distinctly 
Christian point of view, but the treatment 
and style are thoroughly newspaperlike, di- 
rect, simple, racy, telling, happily conforming 
to the definition of a straight line, the short- 
est distance between two given points. The 
writer evidently takes the religious element, 
the imperative rule and motive of life, as 
something not to be dreaded but welcomed, 
and for this reason he aims to make the 
reasons for it as plain as possible. There 
is also a marked felicity in the phrasing of 
the several topics, so that the title tells half 
the story. While hardly to be regarded as 
model sermons they are thoroughly read- 
able.

History of Greece.“ (Harper.) Without chang- 
ing the plan of the original Prof. Brownson has 
incorporated into it the wider and more accurate 
knowledge on many points furnished by modern 
investigation. Several chapters have been re- 
written and a new series of maps and plans has 
been engraved for the revised edition. The re- 
sult is to bring a sterling work quite fully up 
to date. 


It is a capital service which Prof. R. G. Moulton 
is doing the cause of good literature by means of 
his Modern Reader's Bible Series, presenting 
the several portions of our sacred Scriptures in 
modern literary dress and form. Thus the book 
of Jeremiah is issued in a small, handy edi- 
tion of about 200 pages. It is a surprise to see 
what freshness and new attractiveness, and air 
of intelligibility is given to an ancient sacred 
classic like this when set forth by itself in this 
wholly unsanctimonious form, with suitable di- 
visions, titles and subtitles, and other typograph- 
ical dress appropriate to the several parts.

Hetty Green approves of the Cuban re- 
bellion, Hetty told the Secretary of the 
Cuban Woman's Auxiliary so herself. But 
as to contributing anything to the cause— 
for hospital work, for example—wel, that 
is a different matter.

“A pretty hat you have on—trimmed it 
yourself? That's the way to do, and‘ bime’ 
by you will have all you want. There's my 
scrubwoman—she is the best of the lot. I’ve 
had seven, Qut she is the cleanest. I pay 
her $1.25 a day—good wages to a good work- 
er.

Mr. Levy yesterday sent a courteous reply 
to Mr. Bryan, to Washington, and a duplicate 
of it to Lincoln, Neb. The gist of his answer 
was that not all the money in the United 
States Treasury would induce him to part 
with it. 

Mr. Levy says were it not for his family, 
which took hold of it soon after Jefferson's 
death, in 1826, there would today be no 
Jefferson home to negotiate for. The Levys 
have preserved it and maintained it, and 
have done better than the government could 
do. 

The property consists of 740 acres,” said 
Mr. Levy, all laid out in a park.

THE JUDICIAL APPORTIONMENT. 

The House Republican caucus has voted 
to pass the judicial apportionment bill as 
it came from the Senate. This is a meas- 
ure in which the country members are great- 
ly interested and in which the Cook Coun- 
ty members are not interested at all. 
Therefore if the former are satisfied, as 
they seem to be, the latter should acqui- 
esce. 

It has been asserted that the districts 
are unequal in population. So they are.“ 
But for obvious reasons an inequality which 
would be inexcusable in the case of Con- 


gressional or Senatorial districts, the per- 
sons elected from which make laws, may 


be perfectly proper where the persons to be 
elected are Judges to try lawsuits, 

The Constitution recognizes the distinc- 
tion between judicial and legislative ap- 
portionments when it provides that the 


judicial circuits shall be “in as nearly 
compact form and as nearly equal as cir- 


cumstances will permit, having due regard 
to business, territory, and population.“ 
It will be seen that business is more to be 


considered than population in making the 


apportionment, and rightly so. For the 


Judges are elected to hear cases and no: to 


represent voters. If 300,000 people in one 


part of the State have no more litigation 


than 100,000 people in another part, the 


latter should elect as many Judges as the 
former. 


This is the reason why the circuits in 


the northern part of the State are smaller 
than the more purely agricultural circuits 
farther south. In the northern counties

It is objected also that there is no need 


of additional circuits and Judges. The ob- 
jectors seem to forget that the present cir- 


cuits were established twenty years ago. 
Since 1877 the population of the State out- 
side Cook County has increased considera- 
bly, especially in those manufacturing sec- 
tions where the greatest amount of litiga- 
tion originates. In 1873 there were twen- 
ty-six circuit Judges outside Cook County. 
There are thirty-nine now, but nine of them 
are Appellate Court Judges. So there has 
been an addition of only four circuit Judges 
in twenty-four years. ' 

It has been found necessary to multiply 
the number of Judges in this county, and 
yet they are far behind in their work. It 
would be strange if an increase is not needed 
in the rest of the State. The country law- 
yers know best and the Chicago members 
should let them settle the matter to suit 
themselves. 


ANNEXATION OF HAWAII. 

The first step towards the annexation of 
Hawaii has been taken by the introduction 
in the House by Representative Spalding of 
Michigan of a joint resolution providing for 
its accomplishment. The resolution is a 
ciose copy of that which was passed in the 
case of ‘Texas Jan. 25, 1845, and approved 
by President Tyler on the first of the ensu- 
ing March. Mr. Spalding’s resolution pro- 
vides that the territory of Hawaii shall be 
erected into a new State, to be called the 
State of Hawaii, with a republican form of 
government, adopted with the consent of the 
existing government. All questions of 
boundary or jurisdiction are to be left to the 
United States Government, and the Consti- 
tution, after adoption by the people, shall 
be submitted for action by Congress on or 
before Jan. 1, 1898. Another section of the 
resolution applies to the cession of public 
property and in the arrangement of debts 
and liabilities, which are not to become a 
charge upon the United States Government. 
The third section provides that if the Presi- 
dent shall deem it advisable instead of pre- 
senting this resolution to the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment to negotiate with that govern- 
ment— 


Then be it resolved, That a State to be formed 
out of the present Government of Hawali, with 
suitable extent and boundaries, and with one Rep- 
resentative in Congress until the next apportion- 
ment of representation, shall be admitted into the 
Union by virtue of this act on an equal footing 
with the existing States, as soon as the terms and 

conditions of such admission and the cession of the 

remaining Hawaiian territory to the United States 
shall be agreed upon by the Governments of Ha- 
wall and the United States; and that a sum of 
$100,000 be, and the same is hereby, appropriated 
to defray the expenses of missions and negotia- 
tions to agree upon the terms and conditions of 
said admission and cession, either by treaty to be 
submitted to the Senate, or by articles to be sub- 
mitted to both Houses of Congress, as the Presi- 
dent may direct. 

As to the desirability, and, what is more, 
the necessity, of annexing Hawaii there can 
hardly be but one opinion. The time has 
come when this country must stretch its 
jurisdiction and save these islands, or allow 
the Americans who own and contro] them, 
though they are comparatively few in numn- 
bers, to be overwhelmed by the Orientals of 
China and Japan, who are pouring in every 
year in increasing thousands. There is 
little to be feared from the Chinese, but the 
Japanese have become at last a distinct 
menace not alone to Hawaii but to the in- 
fluence of this country there. Since its 


victory over China and its domination of 


Formosa Japan's ambition has grown dan- 
gerous so far as the control of the Pacific 
is concerned. It wants to be the island 
power of that ocean, and if it can get Hawaii 
into its grasp its ambition will be more than 


gratified. This country, however, can never 


consent that Hawaii shall pass into the 
ownership of any foreign power or ever 
come under its control. There is now no 
way to guard against this contingeucy ex- 
cept by annexation. The danger which Mr. 
Blaine so clearly foresaw is now at our 
very doors and it must be met. It willsave 


time, trouble, and money to meet it at once 


and settle it once and forever. 

As to annexation there should be no hesi- 
tation. Whether after annexation Hawaii 
should be admitted as a State, with repre- 

‘sentation in Congress, is another matter. 
As matters stand now it would seem prefer- 
able that it should be governed by a com- 
mission responsible to Congress, as the Dis-

GLOBE SAVINGS BANK TANGLE, 

The developments in the failure of the 
Globe Savings Bank show that OC. W. 
Spalding, the President, transacted its 
business with at least a reckless disregard 
of the rights of the people who intrusted 
their funds to his keeping. The affairs of 
the institution and of Mr. Spalding appear 


to be in a hopeless tangle at present, with” 


Mr. Spalding either in hiding or absent 
for some other reason, and thus not in a 
position to shed any light on the situation. 
The most serious complication appears to 
be the fact that the resources of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois are involved in the fail 
ure. Mr. Spalding is the Treasurer of 
that institution, having been appointed 
four years ago)at the solicitation of Gov. 
Altgeld and reappointed two years ago 
when his first term expired. Simultaneous- 
ly with his reappointment the Legislature 
appropriated $423,000 to be devoted to the 
university building fund and other expenses, 
but according to the law this money was to 
be drawn out only as it was needed. It 
appears that the law was ignored, pre- 
sumably with the approval of Gov. Alt- 
geld, and practically the entire sum was 
turned over at once to Mr. Spalding. This 
illegal action was emphasized by an agree- 
ment made with the university trustees 
that Mr. Spalding should pay a certain in- 
terest on the funds thus placed in his pos- 
session. Following up this illegal transac- 
tion it is also alleged that the trustees 
failed to audit the accounts of the Treas- 
urer during the entire two years, and that 
when their attention was called to Mr. 
Spalding’s financial difficulties by Gov. 
Tanner they contented themselves with a 
casual examination of the standing of Mr. 
Spalding’s bondsmen and took no other 
action. 

But the more serious charge is made that 
the endowment fund of the university, con- 
sisting of securities to the value of $400,000, 
and of which Mr. Spalding was only the 
custodian, had been negotiated at least in 
part, Some of the bonds are said to have 
been offered for sale not later than Thurs- 
day and no one seems to know whether or 
not all of the bonds not distinctly stamped 
“the property of the University of IIli- 
nois,” as some of them were, may not have 
been disposed of. 

Mr. Spalding is the only person who can 
clear up. the growing doubts or confirm 
them, but the trustees apparently are not 
making any effort to find him. They as- 
sert that ‘they will elect a new Treasurer 
next Tuesday and that he is the only man 
who can have the power to demand the 
cash and securities of the university from 
Mr. Spalding. It is possible Mr. Spalding 
may have a full explanation which will ex- 
onerate him from the suspicions of rascal- 
ity which the present charges have at- 
tached to his name. This can only be done 
by promptly turning over to the new Treas- 
urer all the bonds and other securities 
comprising the endowment fund of the 
university, together with about $140,000 
or so in cash. The trustees, however, have 
no apparent means for escaping general and 
just censure for the loose management of 
the great trust given into their hands. 
The whole thing is a bad business and 
must be probed to the bottom. 


THE ANTI-CARTOON BILL. 

Some weeks ago Representative La Monte 
introduced a bill concerning political car- 
toons, from the provisions of which “ news- 
papers avowedly responsible” were except- 
ed. The House Committee on Judiciary has 
recommended that the bill be passed with- 
out that exception. 

The bill as amended makes it an offense 
for a newspaper to print— 


A circular or poster, cartoon, or other writ- 
ten or printed paper which is designed or tends 
to injure or defeat any candidate for nomina- 
tion or election to public office by reflecting upon 
his personal character or political actions. 


The punishment for such an offense is 
fixed at a fine not exceeding $100 or impris- 
onment in jail not exceeding six months, or 
both, and “if the statements are. untrue ”’ 
the offender shall be deemed guilty of libel 
and may be sued in the civil courts. 

If this bill were to pass, and a thief were 
to run for office, and a cartoon were printed 
showing him with his hand in somebody's 


pocket, the publisher could be fined and 


jailed for this truthful presentment. But 
the candidate could recover no damages. 
If the political actions of a candidate have 
been disreputable the paper which gives its 
readers the facts will be criminally though 
not civilly liable. This is in the interest of 
bad candidates, but not of the voters. 

The criminal libel law as it stands makes 
it an offense to impeach the honesty, in- 
tegrity, virtue, or reputation or publish the 
natural defects of one who is alive, and 
thereby to expose him to public hatred, con- 
tempt,. ridicule, or financial injury,” either 
by printing or by signs or pictures or the 
like.“ This meets all the legitimate de- 
mands of candidates. 

But the present law provides that “ in all 
prosecutions for libel the truth when pub- 
lished with good motives and for justifiable 
ends shall be a sufficient defense.“ Is it 
intended that the truth shall be a sufficient 
defense in actions brought under the La 
Monte bill if it should pass? I'resumptive- 
ly not. For the bill would be objectless 
otherwise. Any indictment which could be 
found under it can be found under the pres- 
ent law. 

The sole object of the bill seems to be 
to prevent the exposure of the offenses of 
undeserving candidates and thus make it 
easier for bad men to get into office. 


VAN CLEAVE T0 GET AWAY WITH FEES. 

The Council has shelved the matter of 
City Clerk Van Cleave’s fees on the strength 
of the Corporation Counsel’s report that the 
city never had any right to authorize 
Van Cleave to collect the fees, and that he 


Thad done so illegally and on his own re- 


sponsibility. The money, therefore, never 
properly belonged to the city, and the city 
could not force Van Cleave to give it up. 
The Corporation Counsel is generally sound 
in his law, and it would be futile, doubt less, 


to bring suit against Van Cleave and his. 


bondsmen. 
This extraordinary state of affairs ought 
never to have been permitted to exist for so 
long a time. The process of collecting these 
fees illegally began about a year ago, and 
it was known that the City Clerk was tak- 
ing in the money from the day it started. If 
the collections had been made by authority 
of law then the money belonged to the city 
and should have been turned over to the 
city treasury. But since it appears that 


| of procrastination by which Van Cleave was 


able to retain these increasing thousands of 
dollars during the time the collection was 
presumed to be legal enabled him to cou- 
tinue his collections to the end, and then to 
be freed from making any accounting by the 
suspiciously abrupt and late discovery that 
it had been illegal all the time. 

Several months ago public attention was 
called to this matter in the newspapers, but 
Van Cleave was allowed to jog along, piling 
up his ill-gotten hoard under the protection 
of official inaction. It is a disheartening 
situation when a public servant is able to 
walk out of office undeterred with some 
thing like $18,000 in his pockets belonging 
to other people. 


THE DEAN BUCKET SHOP. 

Theoutcomeof the E. S. Dean & Co. bucket 
shop operations adorns a tale, and might 
point a moral if there were any hope the 
moral would be heeded by the gullible class 
of the community. This bucket shop, whose 
head it seems difficult to locate, claimed to 
be an incorporated institution with $1,000,- 
000 capital and many thousands of custom- 
ers all over the United States and Canada. 
However correct the first statement may 
have been there is no doubt as to the truth 
of the second. It worked a system of dis- 
cretionary orders known as the E. S. Dean 
safe system of speculation. Speculation is 
always attractive to the multitude, a “ safe 
eystem’”’ irresistibly so. It claimed to pool the 
contributions of customers and divide the 
proceeds among them. These proceeds, it 
was claimed, amounted to 300 and even 400 
per cent per annum. In fact, it held out to 
the gulls a short and quick road to wealth 
on @ very small investment, and many there 
were who chose this road to destruction. 

The Dean bucket shop went on swimming- 
ly for a time. It had agents all over the 
country, some of them reputable concerns. 
Its advertisements were alluring, as all ad- 
vertisements are which promise great prof- 
its on comparatively small risk. Circulars 
were sent out by millions. As the bucket 
shop managers located gullible parties they 
Were made agents and at once set to work 
finding other gulls, in which work they 
were encouraged by special commissions. 
When profits were sent to one of the victims 
the benefit of compounding profits was ex- 
plained to him, and this straightway brought 
back fresh installments of cash. It is esti- 
mated that over 10,000,000 circulars were 
sent out during the year, covering the whole 
country. Up to a fortnight ago 26,000 sep- 
arate sums of money had been received in 
the bucket shop, equivalent to about $2,000,- 
000. 

It is probable the losses by the collapse of 
this bucket shop will reach over $2,000,000, 
and they will fall heaviest on day laborers, 
farmers, teachers, women, and small busi- 
ness-men, who hoped to make large sums 
of money at a single stroke and at com- 
paratively small risk, as the sum called for 
was $100, upon which 400 per cent was 
promised. It was Fund W over again. 
The motive of these victims was the same 
which induced thousands of other victims 
a few years ago to invest with the woman 
banker in Boston who had promised a colos- 
sal rate of interest on small investments. 
The Dean bucket shop in all its details was 
operated after the style of the green goods 
game. It has ended as its victims might 
have expected, but victims of this sort, how- 
ever, never expect that they will come to 
grief. Within the last few years fraud 
after fraud of this kind has been exploited 
and successfully worked. It is the easiest 
and simplest fraud in the world, since there 
is no form of illusion so captivating as the 
prospect of making three or four hundred 
per cent upon a small investment by specu- 
lation. It is not likely that the present ex- 
posure will have any healthy results. The 
mania seems to be incurable. The very

THE REVELL BILL AGAIN, 

Senator Lundin ran for City Clerk last 
Tuesday and was defeated by 55,000 votes. 
This seems to have put him out of humor 
with the newspapers, because no sooner had 
he returned to Springfield than he intro- 
duced in the Senate the Revell libel bill, 
which failed in the House. 

This is a bill designed to make the libel 
law what it was prior to 1895. Then ifa 
paper printed statements concerning any 
person which were actionable it was as- 
sumed that it did so knowingly and ma- 
liciously, and unless it could rebut that 
assumption to the satisfaction of a zury 
it was liable to be mulcted in heavy puni- 
tive damages. 

The law of 1895, which Lundin wants 
repealed, simply puts newspaper publishers 
on the same footing with all other defend- 
ants in damage suits, where the plaintiffs 
are required to prove malice before they 
can recover damages therefor. 

Lundin may have introduced this meas- 
ure on his own motion. While he was 
badly beaten Tuesday, it was not because 
of anything the papers said about him. He 
was very tenderly treated. He should be 
thankful for their neglect. They said but 
little, and that little was not as strong as 
it might have been. 

Possibly the few brief statements to the 
effect that he should not have been put on 
the Republican ticket may have soured 
him, or possibly he is.acting under orders. 
Some boss whose toes have been trodden 
on more heavily than Lundin's were, and 
whom the newspapers have handled without 
gloves, may have told Lundin what to do 
and he has obeyed instructions. The Sen- 
ate gave his bill a kindly reception and sent 
it to a second reading. But if it should 
pass that body the House will squelch it, 
as it did before. The bosses hive even less 
influence there than they had before Tues- 
day’s election. 
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GERMANY PROTESTS. 

The German Government has filed its 
protest against the enactment of that pro- 
vision of the Dingley bill which requires 
German beet sugar to pay an extra duty 
equal to the amount of the export bounty 
paid the manufacturer. 

It is claimed that this will be a violation 
of the treaty stipulation that Germany shall 
stand on the same footing as “ the most 
favored nation.” The German Govern- 
ment takes the ground that the sugar pro- 
duced by its citizens should not pay a higher 
duty than that made in Cuba, the Philippine 
Islands, or South America, It is admitted 
that Germany pays a bounty, but that is 
done simply to develop domestic production. 

It may de that this provision which is 
objected to is not, strictly speaking, a viola- 
tion of the treaty with Germany. But, put- 
ting that on one side, no good reason has 
been given by the framers of the Dingley 
bill or of the Wilson-Gorman law why 
bountied beet sugar should be made to pay a 
higher duty. 

If the Germans choose to tax themselves 
in order that they may undersell the pro- 
ducers of cane sugar in the American mar- 
ket why not let them do it? The duty on 
sugar is imposed for the purpose of raisiug 
revenue and not for the protection of the 


Louisiana eane-growers. ‘They are wél- | 


get, but they must not ask this country to 
get into a row with all the beet sugar coun- 
tries in order that they may have a little 
more protection by the exclusion of the 
cheaper sugars of those countries. 

If this great German industry is not at- 
tacked, as the Dingley bill proposes 
to attack it and as the present law 
does, though in a minor degree, it 
will not be difficult to persuade the 
German Government to abandon those re- 
strictive measures which have kept Amer- 
ican meats and breadetuffs out of Germany. 
If the Dingley bill passes as it stands Ger- 
many may be expected to retaliate and close 
her markets almost entirely to American 
products. 

It is to be hoped the Senate will strike out 
this offensive, and unreasonable discrimina- 
tion against beet sugar. If not the country 
as a whole will lose ten thousand times more 
than the Lovisiana sugar-growers may gain. 
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TROUBLE IN LAKE VIEW. 

A stormy tempest in a teapot is raging 
around the north end of Lincoln Park, 
caused by the composition of the recon- 
structed Board of Park Commissioners. 

In the first place, the greater part of Lin- 
coln Park and all of its northern boulevards 
are located in the Town of Lake View. In 
the next place, all the members of the new 
board reside in the Town of North Chicago, 
around the south end of the park. Thirdly, 
the Lake View people think the Governor 
ought to have taken one of the members of 
the board from Lake View, as their town 
is fairly entitled to a representative in the 
commission. Fourthly, the Assessor of 
Lake View, James Wilson, insists that in 
justice Lake View is entitled to a seat on the 
board. He has been down in Springfield to 
see the Governor about rectifying the al- 
leged wrong done Lake View. He points 
out that last year the town board, of which 
Mr. Wilson is an influential member, ap- 
propriated $45,000 towards the expenses of 
Lincoln Park, and declares that the Lake 
View people have become tired of taxation 
without representation and that unless the 
Governor corrects the injustice he will do 
all in his power in the town board to pre- 
vent any money being set aside for the 
maintenance of Lincoln Park. It is also 
said in Springfield that Senators Anthony 
and Netterstrom have heen looking up the 
law on the matter, and they claim that the 
Lake View Town Board cannot be com- 
pelled by law to contribute taxes for the sup- 
port of the park, as it is optional with the 
town board to appropriate money for park 
purposes. 

Those Senators are angry at the Governor 
for sending in his list of Park Commission- 
ers without having consulted with them in 
advance, and also for not allowing Lake 
View a representative onthe Park Commis- 
sion, and they are threatening to defeat the 
confirmation of his appointees through the 
application of the rule of Senatorial cour- 
tesy,” unless he revises his list and does 
justice to Lake View, which contains more 
than 100,000 inhabitants and embraces 
within its limits the larger part of Lincoln 
Park and its connecting boulevards. That 
is the case as it stands, as we understand it. 
The persons appointed as Commissioners 
and awaiting confirmation by the Senate are 
Messrs. Stewart, Winston, May, Nixon, and 
Hand. Stewart and Hand are new mem- 
bers. Nixon and Winston have served for 
some time. May had a seat on the board 
before, but dropped out when his term ex- 
pired, and Gov. Altgeld substituted Mr. 
William Penn Nixon. The shortest way 
out of the existing imbroglio and the estab- 
lishment of peace would seem to be for the 
Governor to recall one of the names he sent 
in to the Senate and to substitute a com- 
petent citizen of Lake View, and thereby 
remove the allegation of injustice done that 
town. It is better to pacify such a griev- 
ance, as it is apt to rankle like a thorn in a 
foot until it is removed. 
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THE CIGARET ORDINANCE. 
Mayor Swift sent to the Council night be- 
fore last an opinion from Corporation Coun- 
sel Beale to the effect that the cigaret ordi- 
nance passed March 1 last does not require 
the payment of licenses prior to May 1, 
when “ the municipal year shall begin.” A 
careful reading of the ordinance shows that 

Mr. Beale is unquestionably correct. 
Yet nearly 400 dealers construed the ordi- 
nance differently and took out licenses to 
May 1, paying $12.50 therefor. The City 


| Collector accepted their money without hesi- 


tation, for he assumed that the ordinance 
went into effect forthwith. 

A week ago THe TRIBUNE criticised Mr. 
Beale and the Mayor sharply because they 
had given orders to the City Collector not 
to have any arrests made under the ordi- 
nance until a test case had been brought. 
Had the facts contained in Mr. Beale’s 
opinion given the Mayor been made public 
at that time Tue Trispune would have ap- 
proved the action of the city authorities. 

This paper is strongly in favor of the ob- 
jects of this ordinance, and when it saw 
what seemed to be an unnecessary delay in 
its enforcement it reproached the city au- 
thorities for their apparent apathy. It is 
pleased to learn they were not at fault. The 
cigaret ordinance was not drawn up by the 
Corporation Counsel or in his office. Had it 
been it would have been so plain that its pro- 
visions would not have been misunderstood.

POST-MORTEM ON RECENT ELECTION. 


What Mr. Dara Thinks Helped to De- 
feat the Republicans in 
Chicago. 


New York Sun: One of the pieces left to 
be picked up from the smashed Republican 
organization in Chicago, is this plank in its 
platform: 

In our opinion, one of the growing evils of our 
city is the destruction of the profits of the small 
shopkeepers by the competition of the department 
stores, which, by the use of labor grossly under- 
paid, have succeeded in largely driving out of 
business many smalt storekeepers throughout the 
city; and we hereby request such legislation from 
the State of Illinois and the City Council as will 
prevent the combination of the many different 
kinds of storekeeping, otherwise unallied, in the 
great department stores. We believe that the will 
of the Republican party in favor of protection 
goes to the extent that the local business of every 
neighborhood, as far as possible, should be trans- 
acted in that neighborhood; and we favor, as 
far as may be legally done, the wiping out of the 
present system of big department stores.

Otis made a timely correction this morning 
of the story that “ President McKinley was 
promoted by Col, Harrison Gray Otis, then 
his superior officer,” and “ that McKinley 
has been anxious to give Otis some office in 
order to pay the old debt.“ The Colonel this 
morning said he never promoted McKinley 
and was never promoted by him, for the rea- 
son that neither was in position to do so. 
The fact is that these two young officers 
rose nearly together through the several 
grades held by them—Sergeant, Second 
Lieutenant, First Lieutenant, Captain, 
Brevet Major, and Brevet Lieutenant- 
Colonel—and neither commanded the other 
at any time. After being commissioned in 
1862 McKinley performed staff duty to the 
close of the war, while Otis served continu- 
ously in the line. They were thrown to- 
gether by the consolidation of the Twelfth 
and Twenty-third Regiments in 1864, and 
both were thereafter borne upon the rolls 
of the same command. It was during this 
time that their personal friendship, which 
has lasted during all the intervening years, 
was formed.

TOTS AT KITCHEN WORK. 


EXHIBITION AT THE WOMAN’S CLUB 
THIS APTERNOON. 


Fifty Little Girls, in White Caps and 
Aprons and with Miniature Appli- 
ances, Will Cook, Sweep, Make 
Beds, and Launder Clothes—Purpose 
Is to Offer a Plea for Manual Train-~ 
ing for All Children in the Public 
Schools. 


Half a hundred little girls will, with minia- 
ture appliances, cook, sweep, make beds, 
wash dishes, and launder clothes in the most 
approved manner before an audience of 
grown people in the Woman's club rooms 
this afternoon. 

The tiny housekeepers are students of the 
Kitchen Garden Association, and their en- 
tertainment is given as a mute plea for man- 
ual training in the public schools, for girls 
as well as for boys. 

The cooking class, in snowy aprons, caps, 
and oversleeves, will prepare a luncheon on 
the stage, send it to the kitchen to be cooked, 
and then serve it to the audience. 

The kitchen garden classes will sweep a 
room with tiny brooms and dust it; they 
will lay the table for breakfast and for din- 
rer; and then they will transform the stage 
into a laundry and wash linen and woolen 
with such care and exactness that every 
woman in the audience will want to employ 
them on the spot. 

They will also show how a trained servant 
answers the bell in milady's house, and what 
the discreet ones say to the callers. 

Model housekeeping, as taught by the 
Kitchen Garden Association, will be demon- 
strated by these tiny maidens, whose ages 
range from 8 to 12 years. 

The association, which has been working 
since 1883, has established free classes in 
cooking and kitchen garden work in the 
Holden and Huron Street Public Schools, 
and the Tyng, All Saints’, Halsted Street, 
aud Marcy Missions.

HOW TO PREPARE PALATABLE DISHES 


Cream of Fish Mounds, Properly Pre- 
pared, Are Delicious for Din- 
mer or Luncheon. 


Cream of fish mounds are nice for a 

luncheon or fish course for a dinner. White 
fish, such as halibut or haddock, is best for 
this dish. Remove skin and bones from 
one pound of uncooked fish and chop it fine. 
Season it with salt, paprika, a suspicion of 
onion juice, and some chopped parsley. To 
one pound of chopped fish add the unbeaten 
white of one egg and stir the mixture thor- 
oughly. Then add one cup of whipped creum, 
which must be thick and stiff and not just 
the frothy part. Carefully stir it with the 
other ingredients. Butter plain individual 
timbale molds and fill them with this mix- 
ture. Place the filled molds in a steamer 
and cook from twelve to fifteen minutes. 
Turn the fish out carefully on a hot dish and 
pour a little cream sauce around the mounds. 
The sauce may be colored pink with veget- 
able coloring matter or a few drops of 
cochineal, and instead of having chopped 
parsley in the mixture a sprig may be stuck 
in the top of each mound. The white 
mounds upon a pink foundation and the 
green sprigs make a particularly pretty com- 
bination. 
To make fish puffs, put Into a saucepan 
over the fire one tablespoonful of butter and 
stir into it the same quantity of flour. When 
they are well blended, add half a cup of milk. 
Have ready one cupful of cold cooked fish 
broken into small flakes, and sprinkled with 
salt and pepper. Stir the fish into the 
mixture. Quickly take it from the fire and 
see that the fish is well stirred into the 
mixture before adding two beaten eggs. 
Have ready a kettle of smoking hot fat and 
drop the thick batter in by the spoonful and 
cook each spoonful toa delicate brown. The 
puffs are particuiarly nice and very light.

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TEARS UP HER MONEY ON A TRAIN.

Mra. Stanford Takes Out the Largest 
Policy Ever Written in

not whether the charge is made intentionally 
er unintentionally, the court will not con- 
sider the motive; the court will consider the 
fact. If a railroad company has erred unin- 
tentionally it must at the same time be sub- 
jected to restraint. 
Competition Insufficient. 


Another point. Counsel for appellees in- 
sist that competition will-give to the public 
sufficient aid and relief from extortionate 
rates. A considerable portion of the brief 
of one of the counsel! is devoted to showing 
that competition, if left free to act, will pro- 
tect the patrons of the road from extortion 
or unreasonablerates. It would be sufficient 
answer to this to say that the court has held 
in every case which has come before it that 
a patron is not compelled to rely for protec- 
tion upon competition, 

* Every: decision of this court has been 
to the effect that the Legislature has the 
right to fix reasonable rates either directly 
through act of the Legislature or indirectly 
through a commission. That must be suffi- 
cient answer; but I want to ask the court 
to consider the reason upon which that rule 
is founded. 

A railroad is toa certain extent a monop- 
oly and the people cannot rely upon com- 
petition to protect them from the exactions 
of a monopoly. The very existence of a road 
between the points within certain limits 
prohibits another road from building, be- 


cause until the rates charged by the existing 


roads are sufficient to pay operating ex- 
penses and a reasonable income upon the 
total value of the roads a new road is al- 
most absolutely prohibited, because if the 
new road is built the traffic must be taxed 
to pay operating expenses and a reasonable 
income upon two investments, each equal 
to the cost of the road. 

Mr. Woolworth, in his brief, even goes 
beyond that, and, in discussing the value of 
the good will, refers to the case of the New 
York Central railroad, in which he said a 
new road attempted to parallel the line, but 

se people had become accustomed to 
use the old road this new road was not able 
to compete, and finally became bankrupt 
and was bought in by its rival. 

Justice Brewer Quoted.

“The fact that a new man can enter into 
business side by side with an existing store 
and buy a stock of goods at present prices, 
compelling the man who owns the first stock 
to sell his goods in competition with those 
who are in business and who bought at 
present prices, is true of every occupation 
except a monopoly. 

It is only that person or that corpora- 
tion which has a monopoly that can lift 
itself above this general law, and I call 
attention of the court to the fact thatifa 
few occupations can secure a monopoly 
and protect themselves from those rules 
which govern others those who cannot avail 
themselves of monopoly are the helpless 
prey of every monopoly organized. 

Phe court in trying to do justice between 
the railroad and the State must remember 
that the obligation upon the court to secure 
reasonable rate to the man who hauls goods, 
who uses the road, is as binding an obliga- 
tion to protect the man who invests his 
money in a railroad. 

The law says that the railroad is a com- 
mon carrier. The law says that a man who 
uses it is entitled to its use upon the pay- 
ment of reasonable rates, and his right to 
reasonable rates is as sacred as the right of 
the road to reasonable income. You cannot 
—— this corporation out cf the ordinary 
rules. 

“ Corporations are created by law. Laws 
are made by individuals, and the court can- 
not assume that the individuals of the Na- 
tion would raise up in their midst fictitious 
persons and endow them with rights and 
privileges higher tham the rights and privi- 
leges of those who created them. The court 
cannot assume without positive proof that 
the people engaged in other occupations ir.- 
tended to organize in their midst, through 
the operation of the law, corporate persons 
and shield them from the rules that govern 
in the other walks of life. 

The court is also invited to consider this 
fact—that there is no innocent purchaser of 
stocks or bonds as against the patron of tho 
road. The court can protect the innocent 
purchaser of a railroad bond from any acticn 
upon the part of the company which would 
destroy the right of that holder as against 
the road. The court may secure to the inno- 
cent purchaser the legal title to the bond, 
but the court is under no obligation to secure 
the holder of a ‘railroad bond a value in the 
property upon which he has taken a bond. 


Rights of the Bondholder. 


What of the bondholder? No man buys 
bonds without the privilege of investigating. 
If a man buys a bond of a road he can find 
out whether the road is worth the amdunt 
of the bond. If he falls to inquire, or if, upon 
inquiry, he finds the bonds exceed the value 
of the road and still buys the bonds in spite 
of his knowledge, is this court bound to pro- 
tect him from his own negligence? Is the 
man who buys either without inquiry or 
buys with the knowledge entitled to a higher 
equity than the patron of the road who has 
the right to the use of the road, it being a 
common carrier, upon the payment of ah 
equitable rate? 

“In the discussion of this case in the court 
below Mr. Justice Brewer in his opinion 
calls attention to the fact that the Union 
Pacific railroad could probably be built for 
$20,000 a mile. He refers to that evidence 
and points out that the Unfted States Con- 
gress had permitted the issue of bonds draw- 
ing, I think, 6 per cent, and that the govern- 
ment itself had then taken a second lien. 
These two liens amount to $22,000 a mile, 
and the court below referred to it as an in- 
justice to so fix rates that the road could not 
earn enough to pay fixed es.

“TI beg the court to remember that the 
people who give value to this road by using 
it are equally entitled to the consideration 
of the court with those who give us the 
means of transportation. 

“Will it be said that a common carrier 
who carries a farmer’s product to market 
deserves a higher consideration than the 
farmer who raises the crop which is car- 
ried? to market? Will it be said that the 
common carrier which takes the manufac- 
tured product at the mill and carries it to 
the comsumer is entitled to a higher con- 
sideration at the hands of the Legislature 
or at the hands of the courts than the man- 
ufacturer who produces that product? 

Will the court say that a common carrier 
who carries the product of the mill or of the 
farmer from the producer to the consumer 
is entitled to a higher consideration than the 
producer and the consumer whose traffic 
and whose product alone give value to that 
enterprise? 

“All that we ask is that the court shall 
consider the rights of the patron to reason- 
able charges for transportation. If the 
court assumes to take care of that part 
of the question all that we ask is that the 
right of the patron to a reasonable charge 
when he uses the road shall be placed upon 
an equality with the claim of the bondholder 
or thestockholder. Weinsist that the stock- 
holder and bondholder cannot put forward 
any argument in favor of any different rule 
that commends itself to the judgment of 
those who believe that in this country there 
is equality among those who come before 
Legislatures and who come before courts.” 

Replies to the Court. 

The Court—One question: As I understand 
your positicn, it is that if the court is com- 
petent to go into the question at all as to 
the reasonableness of the rate that reason- 
ableness must be fixed with regard to the 
present value of the property and not with 
regard to the amount of money put into it 
wisely cr unwisely. 

Mr. Bryan—Yes, sir. 

The Court—You also spoke of it in another 
way, as the present cost to reproduce the 
road. | 

Mr. Bryan—Yes, sir; what it would cost to 
reproduce the road. 

The Court—There might be a little differ- 
ence in that, because the property, its pres- 
ent value, if decided by what it would sell 
for, might not bring as much as it cost to 
produce it. I asked the question to see if I 
understood you correctly. You mean the 
present amount of money that it would cost 
to produce the road? 

Mr. Bryan—Yes, sir; that is the calculation 
that has been made in this case. And the 
court in some cases already decided has sug- 
gested, as in the Reagan case, that the road 
might have been built at à time when the 
cost of labor and material was highest, and 
Mr. Justice Brewer, in this case, suggests 
that there might have been extravagance 
in the contracts, as of course every one un- 
derstands there was extravagance, as well 
as fraud, in the contracts of the Union Pa- 
cific road. What we mean is the cost of 
reproducing the road.

Now comes the traveling nureery to take 
its place alongside the barber shop, bath- 
room, etc., on our fast railroad trains, 
The traveling nursery is to take 
up about the same amount of space 
as the private stateroom of the 
ordinary sleeping car. There will be a sav- 
ing of space of several feet, however, as the 
wide seats on the sides of the stateroom be- 
low the berths are not needed in the nursery, 
being replaced by ottomans and tiny easy: 
chairs scattered over the floor. In this way 
any danger from sudden starts or sharp 
curves is obviated.

HOW COMES THE TRAVELING NURSERY | 


FURS ARE EASY TO KEEP. 


USE OF SIMPLE PREVENTIVES ALL 
THAT IS NECESSARY, 


Storer of Fur Garments Gives Direc- 


tions for Their Preservation, Which 


May Be Easily Followed by the 
Practical Woman at Home- in 
All Other Cases of Care-Taking an 
Ounce of Prevention Is Worth a 
Pound of Cure. 


“Furs are easy enough to keep during 
warm weather,” said a storer of furs the 
other day, when approached on the subject. 
“If women would only use a few simple 
preventives they could keep them at home 
as well as we can in our storerooms. Of 
course a fur garment is better hung up than 
folded away in a box or trunk. First, be- 
cause there is less danger of crushing and 
wrinkles; second, because moths can be more 
readily: seen at their work. The best plan is 
to select a dark closet and have it papered 
all over, top and bottom, with tar paper. 
As its surface is sticky, it should be covered 
with a second coat of paper to prevent the 
clothes coming in direct contact: with the 
tar. For this second coat I find newspaper 
as good as anything that can be used. Per- 
haps the smell of printers’ ink helps the tar 
do its work, or it may be because newspaper 
is porous and allows the tar odor to come 
through more readily. Before hanging in 
this closet, all garments, both fur and wool, 
should de carefully beaten with a slender 
cane, 

To Be Well Shaken. 

Here is the great secret of keeping furs. 
It is in cleaning them before they are put 
away. If a moth egg goes into the closet 
with them the damage is only partially pre- 
vented. While the egg will hatch the moth 


only lives a short while and cannot increase, 


but during that brief life I have known 
these little insects to spoil the beauty of an 
élegant garment. So the ‘greatest care 
should be taken to beat and comb furs clean 
before storing them away. For this pur- 
pose a fur comb should be used, or a slender, 
strong cane, that will reach the skin itself. 
The safest plan is to remove the garments 
from this closet about once a month and 
give them a thorough beating. Some per- 
sons hang them in the sun on these occa-

„Where only a chest or trunk or, as is 
sometimes the case, only a pasteboard box 
is to be had, then the management is differ- 
ent. After the cleaning process, which is 
always the same, it is best for the chest, box, 
or trunk to be lined with tar paper, after the 
same manner as the closet. But where this 
is not practicable any of the numerous moth 
preventives may be used; though sold under 
different names, their ingredients are about 
the same. They should be carefully sewed 
in bags to prevent contact with the furs, as 
they invariably leave spots on dark-colored 
skins. The odor can be overcome by a thor- 
ough beating and hanging for several hours 
in the wind or open air—that is, where the 
furs have been removed and beaten during 
the season; otherwise, the odor is hard to 
get rid of. 

„ Some dealers use the fumes of sulphur 
to clean furs already attacked by moths, 
but that should be a last resort, as it dis-

The Irish peasant is subject at all seasons 
to the sense of shadowy supernatural 
agencies, whose signs and omens are in- 
terpreted according to the superstitions of 
his particular locality and household. But 
at no other time is his hdiplesaness against 
such fateful and inexorable agencies brought 
home to him asin Lent. 

Moreover at this time the auguries and 
omens assume an especially depressing com- 
plexion. Thus the keen ot the Banshee, 
always an eerie presager of death, when it 
occurs during Lent, has the gloomy signifi- 
cance of a double funeral. 

Peasant mothers in Ireland still carry their 
children to holy wells—for faith in the effi- 
eacy of these is strong, and every village 
boasts such well or sacred stream. Here the 
little ones are made to creep on hands and 
knees beating their infant breasts the while 
they pray and plead for Lenten mercy on 
their own and the manifold sins and wicked- 
ness of their fellows, and are bathed in the 
blessed water which is 
miraculous power of averting sickness an 
washing away sin. The ceremony is com- 
pleted by tying to the tree in the neighbor- 
hood of these consecrated springs shreds of 
colored rag as a thank offering and propitla- 
tion to the particular patron saint who is be- 
lieved to preside over the birth of the child 
and to hold its future in his keeping. 


Efficacy of Sacred Water. 


Crossing the forehead with a finger dipped 
in sacred ashes is a religious rite belonging 


to the first day of Lent, and devoutly ob- 


served by most Irish peasants. Indeed, it 
is a very firm conviction with them that 
neglect of this token of humility and con- 
sciousness of sin will assuredly and speedily 
incur Heaven's vengeance.

In 
Anam men and women wear their hair in 
the same way and dress almost alike. Ear- 
rings and finger rings are worn by women 
only. Lapp men and women dress alike. 
The men and women of the Cree tribe of 
Indians dress alike, but can be distinguished 
by the ornamentation of their leggings, that 
of the men being vertical and that of the 
women horizontal.
